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DID THE STRIKERS DO IT? 


FRIGHTFUL WRECK OF A FREIGHT- 
TRAIN NEAR KANSAS CITY. 


¥ The Fireman, a Brakeman, and an Onlooker 


Killed—Knights Accused of Loosening 
1 the Rail Which Caused the Wreck—A Re-

‘at 4o’clock this morning a terrible wreck oo- 
curred on the Missouri Pacific Road, on the 
Kansas side of the Kaw River, at Wyandotte 
Bluffs, where @ heavily-loaded freight-train 
plunged headlong into the Kansas River, car- 
‘ying with it the entire train of fifteen cars 
and burying a prakeman and fireman of the 
engine beneath the ruins, where they were 
smutpered and scalded todeath. The engineer 
jumped and barely saved his life. The acci-. 
dent was caused by the spreading of the rails 
ou a narrow ledge between the bluffs and the 
river. On examination it was found that the 
spikes had been pulled and the rails left lymg 
joosely in their places. When the heavy en- 
gine struck the loose rails they parted like

The river, being low at this point, was but an 


7. 4 cozy bed of mud, with littie or no water over 
: jt. Shortly after the accident three men were 
geen making their way rapidly up the track in 
the direction of Atchison. Watchmen at 
Pomeroy commanded them to halt and fired 
five shots at them. The men ran to the woods 


and made good their escape. 

The track at this point is very steep, the 
grade being over twelve feet to the mile. The 
train was loaded w:th cement in barrels. The 
bodies of the victims were not recovered for 
four bours. The killed are: 

LLIAM CARLISLE, aged 30, fireman; leaves 
g family at Atchison. 
JOHN HORTON, brakeman, agea 35; leaves a 
wife and family. 

— OONVERSE, fell from the top of the bluff 
qhile looking at the wreck. 

The 8 o’clock freigbt-train out this morning 
was fred at five times near the same place. 
The watchmaao reported the track all right at 
3:80 a m. 

The biuff around the scene of the outrage 
was covered with people up to 2o’cilock. Rail- 
road dnd Kansas City police were. present in 
jarge numbers, as well as many of the Mis- 
gouri Pacific officials. Men in boats dotted the 
river and viewed the terrible wreck. A 
large force of men was put to work, and by 11 
o'clock the track was clear. and the incoming 

traiu which bad been delayed passed 
into the city. No arrests have yet been made. 
The outrage is, of course, laid at the door of 
the strikers.

ITS TENTH ANNIVERSARY. 


Johns Hopkins University of Baltimore Cel- 
ebrating—Flattering Success of the Insti- 
tution. 

BALTIMORE, Md., April 26,—|Special.|—This 
was a great day for Johns Hopk:ns University. 
It was its tenth anniversary, and the work of 
the first decade of its history was praised by 
distinguished men of Harvard, Yale, and other 
colleges. The revenue from the millions left 
by Johns Hopkins is appropriated annually to 
the growth of the university, and the buildings 
can hardly be erected fast enough. Ten buiia- 
ings are now occupied, several of which are 
oid. Two handsome new structures are 
under way. Several biocks of valuable 
ground have been purchased, and every 
year one or two buildings are added. 
The new chemical laboratory is 
one of the largest in the world. The celebra- 
tion today was memorable by the fact that for 
the first time in the bistory of the university 
the diploma was given to those entitled to uni- 
versity degrees. Not only the Successful can- 
didates of the present year, but all those upon 
whom degrees bad been conferred in other 
years, received their diplomas. Since the uni- 
versity opened 923 students have been en- 
rolied, of whom nineteen have died. They 
came from every State in the Union and many

Agent Smart of a Liverpool Produce Firm 
Accused of Extensive Frauds. 

MONTREAL, Que., April 26.—D. R. Smart, 
agent in New York of George Fowler & Co., 
produce merchants, Liverpool, England, and 
his wife and brother, were arrested today at 
the St. Lawrence, the former charged with de- 
frauding his employers out of alarge sum of 
money, and the latter as being accessories. 
Smart and bis wife registered as Mr. and Mrs. 
J. H. Roberts and his brother as J. A. Roberts. 


April 2, it is charged, Smart drew on 
the Liverpool firm, through Patton & Co, and 
the Canadian Bank of Commerce, New York, 
for £6,500, giving as security 600 boxes of hams 
and bacon signed from the Kansas City braach 
of the firm to the head office in Liverpool. He 
then converted the proceeds into United States 
bonds and Bank of Engiand notes and came 
on to Canada. It is also charged that his ac- 
counts are behind, bringing up hisjdefalcation 


to nearly $50,000.

THE ROAD KNOCKED DOWN 


SALE OF THE WABASH AT Sr. LOUIS 
UNDER FORECLOSURE. 


It Is Bought In by the Purchasing Commit- 
tee Representing the Bond and Steck 
Holders for 8$625,001—No Opposition 
Bids—A Detailed Description of the Se- 
curities Involved—The Road to Be at 
Once Reorganized. 


Sr. Lovis, Mo., April 26.—[Special.]—At 
noon today the foreclosure sale of the Wabash, 
under the general mortgage held by the Cen- 
tral Trust Company of New York, occurred at 
the custom-house. There were several hun- 
dred railroad-men and capitalists present. Re- 
ceivers Tutt and Humphreys were present to 
see that the road was actually sold. Col. Tal- 
mage, General Manager of: the Wabash, was 
waiting to see who would become the 
owners of the property under his care. 
The men composing the Wabash Purchasing 
Committee, who represent a majority of the 
stockholders, were present in their full 
strength almost, the only absentee bemg Mr. 
Pavey, The committee—Edgar T. Wells of 
Hartford, Conu., representing the English 
stockholders, whose interest is understood to 
be about four-fifths of the whole; O. D. Asb- 
ley, the old Wabash Secretary: J. F. Joy of 
Detroit: and Gen. Georre L. Hubbard—stood 
around Special Master E. T. Allen when ne 
mounted a chair on the topstep and announced 
that the sale was to begin. 

Mr. J. F. Joy bid $200,000. There was no 
other, and Mr. Allen announced the main line 
sold to Mr. Joy for the Purchasing Committee 
tor $200,000.. Before the bid was taken Mr. A. 
T. Metealfe ot Edwardsville, III., gave notice 
that certain lots occupied by the Wabash at 
Edwardsville were the property ot Messrs. B. 
Sherwood, the Wolf Brothers, @md Jonn J. 
Cockerill, and the Wabash bad no right or titie 
to them. 

The second parcel was the leasehold of the 
St. Louis & St. Joseph Railroad. Before it was 
offered Mr. R. C. Lee of Crane & Patterson 
stepped to the front and gave notice that the 
Wabash bad surrendered its leasehold in the 
St. Louis & St. Joseph. There was only one 
bid for the leasehold. Mr. W. F. Nesbitt, Pres- 
ident of the St. Louis & St. Joe, offerea $1, and 
it was knocked down to him. He was not 
asked to make any deposit. Seven other lease- 
bolas were offered, but there were no bids. 
These leaseholds were the Council Bluffs & St. 
Louis Railway, the Bel River Railway, the 
Clarinda & St. Louis Railway, the Des Moines 
& St. Louis Railroad, the St. Louis, Jerseyville 
& Springfield Railroad, the Attica, Covington 
& Southern Railroad, and the Cbampaign & 
Southeastern Railroad.

Then, 
according toa provision of the court which 
said the last four subdivisions of the property 
should be sold first singly and afterwards iu

THE BROKEN LEVEES, 


Gloomy Prospects for Points on the Lower 
Mississippi—The Water Reaches Unprece- 
dented Hights. 

New Orveans, La., April 26.—News reached 
here today that the levee had broken Sunday 
night somewhere in Coahoma County, Miss. The 
levee on the Mississippi side is reported broken 
about five miles south of Friars Point. This 
morning the gap was fifty feet wide and 
five feet deep “and the water was 
pouring through with a tremendous force. 
The levee was cut during Sunday nigbt at Har- 
rison Bayou. This will inundete all of the Sun- 


flower country, part of Holmes County, and a 
small portion of Waskington County. At Hele- 
na, Ark., the river at 1 o'clock today was one 
inch higher than ever before known. At 6 p. 
m. the water was four inches above the bigh- 
water mark of 1882 and rismg ove-baif 
inch per hour. Seven miles south of 
Helena the water only lacked an inch of 
running over the levee at noon today. The 
river from that point down a few mies bas 
been above the high-water mark of 1882 since 
Saturday. The levees are getting soaked and 
large crevices are expected to open at any mo- 
ment. The prospects are exceedingly gioomy 
for Arkansas and Louisiana and are by no 
means bright for Mississippi. The prediction 
is made that the water will continue to rise 
until the 30th inet. and very likely until May 2. 


SUICIDE OF AN ARRESTED SWINDLER.

WORK OF THE FLAMES, 


Somebody Sets Fire to an Indianapolis Skat- 
ing-Rink and a Conflagration Is Barely 
Averted—A Number of Buildings Burned 
and Many Narrow Escapes—Other Blazes. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 26.—[Special.]— 

Between 3 and 4 o’clock this morning a roller- 

skating rink on West Ohio street, conducted 

for the entertainment of colored people, and 
several adjacent residepces were burned. The 
losses were as follows: Mrs. Elizabeth Dick- 
son, on the rink and contents, $3,200, insured 
for $1,500 in the Indiana; Misses Jennie and 

Louise Howe, residence and furniture, $1,500, 

insured for $1,000 in the Hartford; J. 

M. Taylor, furniture $500, insurance $500 

in the Girard. A number of smaller residences 

in the vicinity were damaged by the flames, 
1uss On them being probably $1,000, with little 
or no insurance. Dr. Burnes lost a double ten- 
ement and Thomas Drausfield a cottage valued 
at $600, not insured. There was a strong 
wind at the time and burning cinders. were 
carried a mile or more from the scene of the 
fire, slightly burning one ortwo houses. The 
fire was caused by an incendiary, as coal oil 
was used to give the rink a good start. 
There had been much complaint against 
the management of the rink by residents in the 
neighborhood, further confirming the theory 
of incendiarism. There were several narrow 
escapes from death or severe injury during the 
progress of the fire. Mr. and Mrs. J. M. Taylor 
were not awakened until their bedroom cur- 
tains were ablaze, and in the efforts to save 
ner children Mrs. Taylor’s night-dress caught 
fire, burning her badly. She was taken out of 
the house by firemen. Miss Lou Howe, in the 
same house, was also badly burned. Edward 

Stevens and wife, in a house near by that was 

totally destroyed. were aroused by the heat 

generated by the burning bedciothes over 
them. 

MANISTEE, Mich., April 26.—The Union 
School Buildmg and contents were destroyed 
by fire at 3 o’clock this morning. Loss, $45,000. 
Insurance on building $21,346, and on the 
library, furniture, fixtures, etc., $8,450. The 
fire was undoubtedly the work of an incen- 
diary. The rolier-skating rink, the Methodist 
church basement, and other available quarters 
are being secured by the School Board to ac- 
commodate the 600 scholars and fifteen teach- 
ers that have been thrown out by the fire. 

MARION, Ind., April 26.—[Special.]—A spark 
from the smokestack of an adjacent sawmill 
fired two dry-houses connected with the 
Marion Bendmg-Works this afternoon. The 
two buildings were filled with manufactured 
material and burned like tinder. They with 
their contents were totally destroyed. The 
loss is $5,500; insured. The main building 
narrowly escaped. 


THE FAR WEST. 


Decision by the California Supreme Court in 
Favor of the Plaintiff in the Famous 
Riparian Rights Case. 

Sax Francisco, Cal, April 26.—The State 
Supreme Court today decided in favor of the 
plaintiffs in the famous riparian richts case of 
Lux and Miller agaiust the Kern River Land & 
Canal Company, which has been before the 


courts and the Legisiature for many years. 
Suit was brought to enjoin the defendant from 
diverting the waters of the Kern River, which 
flowed through the lands of the plaintiffs. 
"ne decision holds that the owners of lands by 
or through which water naturally flows have a 
right of property of its waters. Justice Mo- 
Kinsky wrote the decision. Justices McKee, 
Thornton, and Sharpstein concurred. Chief- 
Justice Morrison and ‘Justices Ross and 
Myerick diseented. 

Denver, Colo., April 26.—The flood at Las 
Vegas, N. M., caused by heavy rains the last 
week subsided yesterday. Besides the great 
loss to the lumber companies, the Santa Fé 
roundhouse and the Continental Oil Company 
property, private citizens bave sustained dam- 
age to the extent of $15,000 to $20,000. The 
water-works are under water and the citizeus 
of the upper portion of the city are experi- 
encing a water famine. Five bundred east- 
bound passengers on the Santa Fé Road have 
been detained there five days on account of 
several hundred yards of track in Mora Canon 
being washed away. The break, it is expect 
ed, will be repaired so trains can commence 
running tomorrow. So far as possfbie to learn

THE GEORGIA BOND CASE. 


ONE PHASE PASSED ON BY THE COURT 
OF CLAIMS, 


The Decision Is Adverse to the Position 
Taken by E. 8. Isham in His Argument 
ou Behalf of the Frankfort Bondholders 
— ihe United States Not Responsible Be- 
cause the Provisional Legislatare Had 
Made a Guarantee in Regard to the 
Bonds in Question. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 26.—[Special. ] 
—One phase of the Georgia bond case was 
passed on by the Court of Claims today. The 
decision, is adverse to the position taken by 
Mr. E. 8. Isham in his argument on behalf of 
the Frankfort bondholders. He held that tne 
United States was responsible for the bonds 
because they had been guaranteed by the 
‘Provisional Legisiature of Georgia when that 
State was governed under the reconstruction 
actsof Congress. The case argued was that 
of Schweitzer against the United States. The 
United States demurred. Judge Scofield in 
delivering the opinion said: 

“The claimant is a subject of the King 
of Prussia and is the owner of certain 
bonds, executed and issued by the Brune 
wick & Albany Rallroad to the Treasurer 
of the State of Georgia as trustee, which he 
alleges the United States has contracted to 
pay. The alieged contract is the outgrowth 
and result of the following facts, as stated in 
the petiuon: 

That prior to the year 1861 the Brunswick & 
Albany Railroad Company was a corporation 
duly organized under divers acts of the 


Legislature of the State of Georgia, 
and had built and equipped and in 
running order about sixty-five miles of 


their main railroad, the track extending 
from the City of Brunswick, in the State of 
Georgia, to the Village of Waresboro, in the 
same State, and that said track had been so 
built and equipped at a cost to the proprietors, 
who were chiefly residents of certain Northern 
States and of Europe, of-about $1,800,000. 


The durmg the late War of the Rebellion, 
which followed the secession from the Union 
of the State of Georgia and certain other 
Southern States, the said road was dismantled 
of its equipment, torn up, and demolished by 
the authority of the then existing Govern- 
ment of the State of Georgia, in connection 
with the Government of the Confederate 
States of America, and the property of said 
road was appropriated to the use of the State 
of Georgia and of the Confederate States, to 
the damage of the proprietors of said road, by 
reason of which they had a just ciaim against 
the State of Georgia for compensation for 
iron and other property wrongfully taken and 
converted or destroyed. In March, 1869, the 
Provisional Legislature of the State of Georgia, 
which had been called into existence under the 
several reconstruction acts of Congress, 

an act empowering the Brunswick & Albany 
Company to execute and deliver to the State 
Treasurer a deed of trust conveying to the 


franchises, and privileges conferred upon it by 
the State and all rights, etc., then heid by it or 
to be afterward acquired, in trust and security 
for the ultimate pay ment to the holders thereot 
of the principal and interest of the company's 
bonds, amounting to $15,000 per mile upon the 
main road. For every ten consecu- 
tive miles of the road built the 
bonds to the amount of $15,000 per mile were 
to be deposited by the company with the State 
Treasurer, who was to sign and indorse the 
same to the effect that the payment of the 
principal and interest was guaranteed by tne 
State of Georgia. Under these acts the com- 
pany built and equipped 100 miles of road and 
executed bonds to the amount ot $1,500,000, 
which were duly indorsed by the State as pro- 
vided in the act and negotiated by the com- 
pany. Ina 1870 the Senators and Repre- 
sentatives from Georgia 
ted in Congress. Some time thereafter 
Georgia disavowed all liability for payment of 
these bonds. Subsequently, the company hav- 
ing defaulted in the payment of interest. the 
whole road and its equipment were soid under 
decree of court. 

These facts do not disclose a cause of ac 
tion which this court is authorized to consider. 
The ciaim is not founded upon any act of Con- 
gress, but upon an act of the Provisional Leg- 
islature of Georgia, which act, whether valid 
ornotas against the State, was neither au- 
thorized nor indorsed by Congress. The 
act does not create an express con- 
tract with the United States, because, 
waiving the question of authority, the Legis- 
lature did not profess or undertake to contract 


clearly it was without autbority to undertake 
anything more. There was no consideration, 
past, or present, or prospective, accrued or ac- 
cruing to tne United States whereby a con- 
tract can be implied. They bad not taken, 
used, or injured the company’s road. On the 
contrary, it had been taken and used by their 
enemies to carry on a war against them. Nor 
was the road to be rebuilt for the use of the 
United States, but entirely for the 
use and benefit of other parties. As the United 
States bad no lot or part in the destruction of 
the road, so they had no special interests in its 
reconstruction. If this Legislature had lawful 
right to pledge the faith of the United States 
for the payment of these bonds there can be 
no incidental or resulting liability upon any- 
body else. The liability in that event would 
be limited by and in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the act itself. It this Legisiature 
bad no lawful right to enact the law 
it is entirely void and binds nobody. 
Georgia denies the right of the Legislature to 
bind the State and repudiates the guaranty; 
whether rightfully or wrongfully it is useless 
for us to inquire. If wrong has thus been 
done to the claimant this court has no power 
to right it. Georgia, like all the other States 
of the Union, though unlike the United States, 
has failed to provide a court wherein contro- 
versies between itself and claimants can be 
judicially determined. Like all other States 


Georgia has reserved to itself the 
power to allow or reject at its 
own free will any cluim, regardless of 
its character, which may be presented. The 


claimast knew when be purchased the bonds 
that neither Congress nor any Other body or 
person, authorised or unauthorized, bad as- 
sumed to pledge the United States for their 
payment. He knew also—or ought to bave 
known—that there was no power in the courts 
to consider or enforce their guaranty against 
the will of the State of Georgia. The demurrer 
is sustained.“ 

The claimant is allowed twenty days in which 
to ameud petition, failing in which the case 
will be dismissed. 

Mr. Isham was seen at his residence iast 
nicht. He bad not bad any news of the de- 
cision, and did not venture to express an opin- 
ion on it. In regard to the case and his con- 
nection with it, he said: “The suit was 
broughtin the Court of Claims as a means of 
bringing it before the United States Supreme 
Court. It was not likely that any lower court 
would decide awainst the Government in a mat- 
ter of such importance. But 1 think that in 
morals and in law the United States is obliged 
to honor those bonds. The United States had 
no business to go down and take possession of 
Georgia and permit the issuing of bonds and 
then turn her loose to indulge in her animos- 
ity. It ought not to have allowed the State to 
make the creditors, foreigners who bad taken 
the bonds and paid 94 cénts on the dollar in goid 
tor them, victims of its animosity towards the 
United States and repudiate the debt. The 
matter will be taken to the Supreme Court im- 
mediately and we hope for a reversion of the 
decision. The contract was made by the 
United States under the authority of an 
act of Congress, and was repudiated by the 
Legislature of Georgia—that is, by a different 
autbority from the one that made it and one 
that referred to the United States Government 
asa ‘leper,’ thus plainly showing its: animos- 
ity. The United States was exercising civil gov- 
ernment in Georgia at the time the contract 
was made. The case was originally in the 
bands of Judge O. A. Lochrane of Georgia. He 
gent for me and asked me to make an argu- 
ment and I went to Washington and did so.

OBITUARY. 


Death in California of Judge Withey of the 
United States Court for the Western Dis- 
trict of Michigan. 

GranpD Rapips, Mich., April 26.—[Special. |— 
Announcement was received here today of the 
death at San Diego, Cal., of Solomon L. Withey, 
Judge of the United States Court for the West- 
ern District of Michigan. He left here about 
four months ago for San Diego 
to benefit his failing health accompa- 
nied by his wife and daughter, who were 
with bim at the time of hisdeath. While death 
was expected to take bim away at any time, it 
was hoped he would live many years. The 
body will be brought home for interment. 
Upon the announcement of Judge Withey’s 
death flags were bung at half-mast and all the 
courts adjourned in respect to the memory of 
the deceased. 

[Mr. Withey was born in St. Alban’s Point, 
Franklin County, Vt., April 21, 1820. In May, 1836, 
his father removed to Grand Rapids. Solomon L. 
came in March. 1837. After a short visit at home 
he wentto Cuvahoga Falls, O., and there attended 
school, entering the institute at that place 
in May, 1837, and remaining until August, 1837. He 
was admitted to the bar May 17. 1843, and entered 
into partnership with John Ball in the spring of 
1874. He was Judge of Probate in Kent County 
from January, 1848, for four years, State Senator 
for this district from January, 1861 to 1863, was a 
member of the Constitutiona) Convention of Mich- 
igan and was Chairman of the Judiciary Committee, 
in 1867. In 1873 he was one of the eighteen men 
selected by the Governor forming the Constitu- 
tional Commission for revision of the State Con- 
stitution. When in 1869 Congress. created the 
office of United States Circuit Judge, Judge Withey 
was appoimted to that office for the Sixth Judicial 
District by President Grant, but he declined the 
proffered honor. Mr. Withey wus appointed 
United States District Judge for the Western Dis- 
trict of Michigan by President Lincoln in 
1863. He oceupied the bench at the terms 
of the National Courts in Grand Rapids and 
at Marquette, Upper Peninsula. In addition to 
discharging his duties as Judge of the District 
Court, Judge Withey has, as one of the Judges of 
the circuit, presided at the trial of nearly every 
cause tried in the last named tribunal. }

How constant 
was the service of both to their cause 
in its moral aspects is known to all. 
None can fail to know how Wendell Phillips 
gave allthis years to save bis country from the 
curse consequent upon a century of wrong and 
how great a public service his widow rendered by 
liberally expending from her fortune. Their life 
of utter self-sacrifice left her impoverished, but 
with the reflection so sustaining and consoling that 
all this period was passed in the most rigid 
economy und self-denial for the sake of their 
country and their cause, until at length in these 
recent years the pressure of long and severe ill- 
ness impaired the clear mind that through life 
had served her so well. Then the death of Mr. 
Phillips came upon her with an overwhelming 
effect from which she was unable to rally.

OLUTIONS 10 THAT EFFECT. 


They Are Adopted and Will Be Cabled to 
Gladstone and the Irish Leader—Con- 
sideration of a Gas Contract Deferred— 
The Mortality Report for the Week— 
Other News from the City-Hall. 


The Council met last evening, Ald. Weth- 
erell in the Chair.

WHEREAS, Chicago has been among the first of 
American cities to send words of cheer with ma- 
terial aid to the Irish people in their heroic struggle 
for home rule and land reform, 

ved, That the Mayor and City Council of Chi- 
cago view with pleasure the comprehensive and 
equitable scheme for Irish local self-government 
which has been submitted to the British Partia- 
ment by the Kt.-Hon. William k. Gladstone, aad 
which after judicious amendment, if enacted, will 
prove a measure of tasting reconciliation and 
friendship between the two peoples. 

Resolved, That we trust the patriotic efforts of 
England’s great statesman to do justice to Ireland 
and enable her sorely-appressed people to live and 
thrive shall be crowned with success. 

Resolved, That we congratulate Mr. Charles . 
Parnell and his compatriots on the wonderful 
progress that has attended their constitutional ef- 
forts to emancipate Ireland from penury, misrule, 
and despair. 

Resoived, That these resolutions be spread on 
the records of this Council, and that the Mayor and 
City Clerk are instructed to transmit by cable 
copies thereof to Mr. Gladstone and Mr. Parnell. 

He said he had read with pleasure the senti- 
ments, feelings, and opinions of the people ot 
the Empire State of New York, expressed 
through their rrepresentatives, who had 
unanimously passed similar resolutions of 
thanks to Mr. Gladstone and congratulations to 
Mr. Parnell.

in substance provides that the receipts 
from the sale of public lands and the other 
revenues of the General Land-Office sball be 
devided among the several states and Territo- 
ries in the proportion of their school popula- 
tion for educational purposes for the next ten 
years. Twenty-five per cent of the sum is to 
be used for industrial and technical instrue- 
tion and the remainder for the support of the 
common schools.

The Eight-Hour Agitation— The Great Bug- 
bear Confronting Employers—How It Is 
Regarded in the East. 

Boston, Mass., April 26.—A struggie of the 
most serious portentis about to begin in this 
vicinity over the eight-hour move, The hope 
of the Central Trades and Labor Union of a 
ready acquiescence by a large proportion of 
employers in the experiment proves ground- 
less. In accordance with plans made a 
year ago the demand for eight hours 
was to de enforced May 1. In 
view of the disturbed condition of 


labor it was recently determined to limit the 
demand to the building trades, including car- 
penters, masons, painters, decorators, ete. 
The Central Trades and Labor Union recently 
made public many replies which were received 
from employers in answer to questions sent out. 
This has resulted in an address published to- 
day signed by 125 employers in building 
trades. They say the principal argument 
in favor of a reduction in the hours 
of labor is overproduction, but that 
„Tunis argument, in our mind, bas no applica- 
tion whatever to our branches of labor and can- 
not fairly be distorted to meet them. There 
is no overstock and can be no overstock of the 
goods we produce. We simply work up to the 
demand and never beyond it.“ They say 
further: The great and supreme opjection 
to the reduction of bours of labor, as far as it 
shali affect the well-being and good of all 
workmen in our lines of employment, 18, 
in our opinion, that the prosperity of 
the country is not great enough at the present 
time to warrant such a change. For a number 
of years the margin of profits on the general 
business of the country has been small, and 
upon these profits we, as builders, depend for 
opportunity to use our skill and labor. If by 
taking off one or two bours per day from the 
present accepted standard we increase the cost 
of building 10 to 20 per cent in the item of 
labor, then we work against our own interests 
as laborers, for we drive out of the market 
work that would be done but for this increased 
cost.” 

The first formal demand was made by the 
Bricklayers’ Assembly of Knights of Labor to 
the master masons. The Master Builders’ A 
sociation sent a long reply yesterday, in which 
they say: ä 

We believe that the attempt to set a limit to the 
minimum hours would be as abortive as to set a 
limit to the maximum wages, particularly in our 
calling, where so much depends upon skill and 
ability. Yet if one limit is Sxed the other 
should be fixed also. Labor is the most import- 
ant item in estimating the cost of buildings. 
The stock is easy to figure. The attempt. to 
set a fixed price in advance for an article, the 
value of which can only be known by testing it, 
puts at defiance the fret law which governs the 
estimation of work as well as the first law of ex- 
celience in workmanship, and would at one biow 
disintegrate the whole structure of comparative 
worth among workmen, discouraging any attempt 
to excel. Our conclusions, then, are summed up 
in the following recommendations: The hours of 
labor, the rate of wages, and the time of payment 
to remain as at present, but that Saturday eight 
hours shall be accepted as a day's labor. 

There is good reason for believing that the 
other building trades will take similiar action. 
It is equally probable the employés will decline 
to yield any point in their demands and that 
they will resort to a strike. The painters and 
decorators so voted yesterday. 

Sr. Lours, Mo., April 26.—The contractors 
and builders here, to the number of 150, re- 
cently organized to take some definit action 
upon the eight-hour agitation. Mr. Frederick 
Swain, Chairman of the committe appointed to 
investigate and report upon the advisability of. 
adopting the eight-hour day pian, said this 
morning that the builders generally had agreed 
to consider eight hours a day's work and pay 
their employés 30 cents per hour. 

New Tonk, April 26.—The Central Labor 
Union have made arrangements for the eigbt- 
bour mase-meeting to be held in Union Square 
next Saturday nigut. It was decided not to 
parade with torchiights. There will be three 
platforms. 

The strikes and labor troubles in the build- 
ing trade ure preventing the commencement 
of many new buildings, and it i. thought that 
this will cause an increase in rent nexts season. 
The bad effect of the labor troubles upon the 
building trade in this city can hardly be over- 
estimated. Mr. James C. Carter, one of the 
largest contractors of fire-proofing material in 
this country, says that building in this city will 
be practioaliy suspended this summer on tbis 
account. He said that in bis line alone pro- 
posais for over $500,000 worth of material had 
been withdrawn on account of the inability of 
coutractors to estimate what labor would cost 
this summer. Some of the largest contractors 
in the city will make no estimates on new 
buildings for the same reason. 

SHAMOKIN, Pa., April 26.—The Miners’ and 
Laborers’ Amalgamated Association par- 
aded and held a mass-meeting today. Thirty- 
five hundred men werein line. It is believed 
that the men will ask for eight bours’ work 
with eight tours’ pay. The new order of 
things will begin May 1. Arbitration is also 
looked upon with favor. 

SANDUSKY, O., April 26.—The publishers of 
the Register attempted to put the Eight-Hour 
law in force this afternoon. The men im- 
mediately struck, refusing to work on limited 
time. The men average $38 for about ten 
hours’ work. Manufacturers bere are wor- 
ried over the Eight-Hour law. The Register’s 
failure encourages them, and mechanics gen- 
erally do not favor the Eight-Hour law. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 26.—|Special.|— 
The eight-hour movement has been discussed 
by local labor organizations for some time. It 
is said that a secret circular has been issued 
from the headquarters (whether district or Na- 
tonal was not stated) instructing the assem- 
lies to support a demand for the eight-bour 
system by threats of striking. Tonight it is 
announced that no effort will be made to en- 
force the eight-bour system at present.

Bank at Winnipeg. Scott was traced to Mex- 
ico, and, although no extradition treaty ex- 
isted- between that country and Canada, the 
Mexican authorities would not recognize two 
writs of habeas corpus taken out in his case, 
and ordered his return.

CONVICT MOONEY TESTIFIES.

Atthe conclusion of his testimony the 
counsel for the prosecution declared their 
case made, and Attorney Stough of the defense 
offered the State the prisoner as their witness.

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DISCONTENT MANIFESTED IN TWO BIG 
ESTABLISHMENTS. 


The Employes of P. Lichtenstadt Liable to 
Strike—The Demands at Another Yard 
Promptly Met by a Shut-Down, Throw- 
ing Out Between 300 and 400 Men— 
Other Local Labor News. 

It was reported yesterday that the 120 em- 
ployés of P. Lichtenstadt, the brick manu- 
facturer, whose yard is located beyond the 
McCormick Reaper Works, had gone out ona 
strike because of his refusal togive them ad- 
ditional pay and shorter hours of labor. Mr. 
Lichtenstadt said last night that his men 
stopped work for a few minutes, havmg been 
called out by the walking deiegates of the Brick- 
makers’ Union, but that his foreman repre- 
sented to them that it was not the fair thing 
to quit work without notice of some kind and 
that they thereupon returned to work, with 
the understanding that, whatever action was 
taken by the union at its meeting tonight, they 
would at least give some little notice of what 
they intended doing. Mr. Lichtenstadt suid 
his men were perfectiy satisfied with 
their present rate of wages and the 
hours of labor, and that all of 
them were opposed to striking at all, but were 
hoping an amicable adjustment of matters 
might be reached. It seems, however, that 
they will be governed by the action of the 
union, and, as it meets tonight, it would be 
premature to state what the men will do. 

A TRIBUNE reporter had a talk yesterday 
with a prominent firm of brick manufacturers 
with reference to the supply of briek on hand 
and the effect a strike of the brickmakers 
would have on the price of that necessary ma- 
terial in all building operations, It was de 
veloped in the conversation that the present 
supply is unusually small—probably not 
over 56,000,000—and that as an offset 
to this that the demand at this season was the 
lightest known in many years. Why,“ said 
one of the members of the firm alluded to, 
“the present demand isn’t one-sixth as great 
as it bas been at this season for the last four or 
five years, and simply because of the uncer- 
tainty of the future. A builder doesn’t know 
what's going to happen, and as building itself 
ie always optional and can be. deferred for a 
year or two without detriment people are nold- 
ing off until a normal condition of affairs bas 
been restored.” 

How would a strike of the brickmakers for 
shorter hours of work at the present pay affect 
the price of brick? he was asked. 

It would have little or nothing to do with 
it, for the demand is so light that a heavy buy- 
er could even get better figures than the pre- 
vailing ones.“ 

„How are the brick manufacturers fixed to 
meet a strike? ”’ 

Never better, sir; never better. This is 
just as good a time for the men to go out as 
they could select, for the manufacturers at 
least. You know we can better afford to shut 
down when there's little business and every- 
thing is being run on close margins than we 
can when there’s a great rusb, big demands. 
and fair profits. It wouldn't hurt us in the 
least if our men were to quit tomorrow. We'd 
simply quit ourselves and fight it out on that 
une.“ 


Wasn't the demand pretty good about one 
month ago!“ 

“Yes. But within the last three weeks 
more contracts have been canceled than there 
bave been new ones made, and in anticipation 
of this very trouble. 

„ Wam provisions have been made by the 
brick manufacturers to meet the impending 
trouble?“ 

„Well, all our contracts nowadays are 
drawn with a new clause. We invariably 
make provision for the occurrence of a strike, 
so that when a strike does overtake us we can 
shut down and await its peaceful solution.“ 

What about the builders, do they seek pro- 
tection in the same way? 

„The contracting builders all do. If a gen- 
eral strike occurs the builders can discontinue 
work, and, like the manu!/acturers of builders’ 
materials, await the time when the men have 
become reasonable and feel disposed to return 
to work and do a day’s work at a fair remu- 
neration.”’ 

„How would a strike of the brickmakers 
affect building operations generally?” 

„Stop them off short everywhere, and some 
would stop so short they wouldn't commence 
again this year. You see the building trade 18 
always the first to feela business depression, 
as itis about che first to respond to business 
activity. This is so for the reason pointed out 
before. It is entirely optional, and until the 
future is settled a man ian’t gomg to spend 
money when the time of getting it back is 
altogether problematical. You can add,” he 
continued, that although the supply of brick 
on band is exceptionally small, we bave noth- 
ing to fear from a strike, for the demand 
would be shut off at the first alarm.“ 

When the workmen at Haight & Alfit’s brick- 
yards at Halsted and Forty-tbird streets re- 
ported for duty yesterday morning a commit- 
tee waited on Mr. Alfit and informed him that 
the Brickmakers’ Union bad decided that they - 
should demand the establishment of an eight- 
hour working day with ten hours’ pay, and 
also the removal of certain machinery, the em- 
ployment of which does away with considera- 
ble manual'abor. The response of the firm to 
these demands was to shut down the works. 
Between 300 and 600 men are thereby out of 
employment. 

Car Truck Works Attached. 

An attachment was issued in the Superior 
Court last Saturday afternoon in favor of W. 
T. Bement & Son of Philadelph'a against the 
Suspension Car Truck Manufacturing Com- 
pany of Chicago for $5,421. At a late hour in 
the evening Deputy Sheriff Morgan levied on a 
quantity of machinery in the company’s works 
at Fifty-seventh and Wallace streets.

Charles F. Nussbaumer’s factory and cigar 
store at the northwest corner of Michigan and 
North Clark streets and his factory at No. 72 
La Salle street are under a boycott ordered by 
the Cigarmakers’ International Union at the 
request of Unions Nos. 14 and 15. The alleged 
grievance of the boycotters is that Nussbaumer 
discharged his employés beeause they joined 
the union. This Mr. Nussbaumer denies. 
He says the boycott was premeditated, as he 
has reason to believe, because two spotters 
came into his store about five weeks ago and 
asked for blue label cigars, a brand he does 
not keep. He had in his employ seven men 
who left their work without cause. The dis- 
satisfaction among the men, be says, was 
worked up by a man named Hoyer, who, about 
two years ago when out of employment, offered 
his services to Mr. Nussbaumer for $4 a week, 
or anythmg.“ Hoyer was taken and earned $12 
the first week, and had made living wages in 
Mr. Nussbaumer’s sbop ever since. Nuss- 
baumer claus that his cigarmakers earned 
from $15 to $22 a week, which is fully up to 
the average earnings of the men who work at 
the trade in Chicago. 

It was reported yesterday that Crane Bros.’ 
factory would be shut down if the employés 
insisted on eight bours’ work with the 
same pay as given at present. Mr. 
Wooster, the Secretary of the company, 
said yesterday that the report was sensational, 
no demands having been made as yet. Satur- 
day the firm had the men sounded on the eigbt- 
hour question and found that by a larxe ma- 
jority the employés were in favor of eight 
hours. Mr. Wooster said the firm had taken 
no action in the matter, nor will it until it sees 
what the other firms in the same line will do. 
The men working in the factory do not belong 
to any organization, but it is probable they 
WI. I strike it they don’t get what they want, as 
they have been preparing for such an event 
for some time. There are 1,200 empioy és. 

The Chicago Master Metal-Workers’ Associa- 
tion, comprising manufacturers supplying 
building material and slate roofing, met at the 
Sberman yesterday and discussed the labor 
question and the eight-hour movement.

No changes were contemplated in running the 
road, and no one bad been dismissed except for 
cause. Several conductors and drivers who 
were questioned by a Tarom reporter said 
they nad heard no complaints against the man- 
agement, and that everybody was satisfied so 
fur as they knew.

CONGRESSIONAL MISMANAGEMENT. 


Republicans May Gain a Dozen Southern 
Districts—Missouri’s Delegation. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 18.— Special to 
New York World (Dem.). I—A prominent 
Southern Democrat said to me the other day 
that the leaders of the party must not count 
positively upon a solid Democratic representa- 
tion in the House from the South. He said 
that the situation at Washington was so dis- 
couraging to the party in the South that it is 


possible for the Republicans to carry from 
twelve to fifteen districts. He said that two 
districts would be lost in Texas if the lumber 
features of the Tariff bill were adhered to. 
There is a prospect of three being lost in Lou- 
isiana, onein Mississippi, from two to three in 
Missouri, two in Tennessee, one in Kentucky, 
one in North Carolina, and one in South Caro- 
lina. There is a further prospect of losing two 
in Virginia. 

These facts are important for the Democrats 
to consider. The present majority in the House 
over all is forty-four. A loss of twenty-three 
districts would pass the majority over to the 
Republicans. The present management of the 
business affairs of the House is very unsatis- 
factory. The record that is now being made 
up for the next campaign is one that is not at 
all encouraging. The first blunder of the Mor- 
rison management was the change made in the 
House rules. This was done with the avowed 
purpose of improving the methods of doing 
business in the House. In reality it was done 
for the purpose of weakening the authority of 
Mr. Randall as Chairman of the House Appro- 
priations Committee. It was evident from the 
first that such a change would result in au in- 
crease of expenditure. The distribution of 
the appropriation bilis had opposed to it every 
sound business principle. In any private busi- 
ness no good manager would think of intrust- 
ing the various expenditures of bis business to 
different sets of men. He would keep them all 
under one guiding and directing mind, other- 
wise there would be no means of knowing just 
how much money was spent, and therefore the 
wildest extravagance would be certain to be 
incurred. 

hose who opposed the distribution of the 
Appropriation bills on the ground of economy 
alone did not think that the worst anticipations 
which they bad concerning the new plan would 
be developed so early. It was thought that all 
of the committees would work together during 
the first year of the change to secure a réduc- 
tion. The opposit result, however, has pre- 
vailed. Of the appropriation bills already re- 
ported there is an increase over last year of 
twenty millious. The work of the appropria- 
tion bills is not more than half done. Taking 
the lowest possible average of increase this 
Congress promises to increase the expenditures 
of this year over that of last to the amount 
ot thirty millions. That will be a 
terrible load for any party to carry in a can- 
vass. Missouri is one of the solidly Demo- 
cratic States. Until this session it bad sent 
thirteen Democrats out of fourteen Rep- 
resentatives to Congress, and there 
are only two Republicans in the delegation 
pow. Members of the Missouri delegation say 
that there is a & eat deal of dissatisfaction 
among Democrats in Missouri and it is possi- 
ble there will be some changes. Bland’s is a 
close district and the silver dollar has lost 
many of its charms. All of Biand’s strength 
lies in Callaway County and Callaway County 
bas had no offices yet. Dockery, Burnes, and 
fiatch live in close districts, with a constantly- 
increasing population. In the Kansas City 
district, which sent a Republican to the Forty- 
ninth Congress, an effort is being made to 
unite the two Democratic factions, but with- 
out much hope of success. 

„It is possible that there will be some 
changes in the Missouri delegation,’’ said Col. 
Hale, the member from the Second District, 
today. In the South there is no doubt that a 
great many districts will elect Protectionists, 
but I think they will be Protectionist Demo- 
crats.”’

Stage boxes have been reserved for the use of 
the Duke of Saxe-Meiningen, who accompanies 
the actors, and his suite for the entire season. 
So great a subscription sale at so long 
a period before the first performance— 
six months—is unprecedented in theatrical 
annals in this city. A determined attempt to 
keep seats out of the hands of speculators was 
made by Sisson, and he thinks successfully. 
Purchasers were compelled to sign 
a stub giving their names and ad- 
dresses, and unless some of these were 
“dummies” for the speculators those men 
failed to secure seats, as proposals to purchase 
made by them were firmly refused. More 
than two-thirds of the seats were checked off 
in reaponse to orders sent by mail and filed in 
the order of their receipt during the last ten 
days.

After 
his wounds had been dressed he was taken 
home. 


Ar 8:30 o’clock yesterday morning a 
freight-traipi was ditched east of Wyandotte, 
Kas., by spikes bemg pulled out of the ties 
and fish-plates taken off the rails.

over the same day last year. Two hundred 
and eighty-three freight-trains, consisting of 
4,548 loaded cars, were run over the system 
Sunday—an increase of eighty-one trains and 
1,238 cars over the same day last year.” 


Tre Union School Building and contents 
at Manistee, Mich., were destroyed by fire 
at 3o’clock yesterday morning. Loss, $45,- 
000. Insurance on building, $21,346, and on 
the library, furniture, fixtures, etc., $8,450. 
The fire was the work of an incendiary. The 
roller-skating rink, the Methodist church 
basement, and other available quarters have 
been secured to accommodate the 600 schol- 
ars and fifteen teachers thrown out by the 
fire. 


Ar St. Louis yesterday United States 
Commissioner Edmund T. Alien sold under 
foreclosure of mortgage at public auction the 
Wabash, St. Louis & Pacific Railroad, the 
total price paid for the entire property being 
$625,001. The committee appointed by the 
stock and bond holders to look after their in- 
terests were the only bidders, and the whole 
system, excepting the St. Joseph and St. Louis 
Branch, was purchased by them. W. F. 
Nesbitt, its President, purchased the latter 
road for $1. 


Mr. WASHINGTON C. WHITTHORNE Was 
yesterday sworn in as United States Senator 
from Tennessee to fill the vacancy caused by 
the resignation of Mr. Jackson. Mr. Hoar, 
after the formal ceremony, said he thought 
the form of the credentials defective, inas- 
much as the certificate stated that the ap- 
pointment was for Senator Jackson’s unex- 
piréd term. It should read until the next 
meeting of the Legislature.” ‘The point was 
of no great consequence at present, but in 
case of a close party division in the Senate the 
question, Mr. Hoar thought, might become 
one of great importance, and public attention 
ought to be directed to it, in order that the 
difficulty might, as far as possible, be 
avoided, 


Tue House Committee on Pacific Railroads 
yesterday adopted the bill formulated by the 
sub-committee providing for an extension of 
seventy years of the bonded debt of the 
Pacific railroads to the Government. The 
bill makes provision for the payments of the 
indebtedness of the Pacific railroads to the 
Government after the following plan: To 
‘the present debt is added the interest that 


would accrue during the lifetime (eleven 


years) of the existing bonds, assuming that no 
further payments are made by the companies 
and the total divided into 140 equal pay- 
ments, which are represented by a series of 
bonds falling due semi-annually, the last 
bond maturing seventy years after issue. 
The average annual payments by the compa- 
nies would reach nearly $4,000,000, which, 
it is estimated, would amount to a sum 
greater than the principal of the debt before 
the existing bonds would mature. The Dill 
was in this form reported to the House.

DEFENSIVE ORGANIZATIONS OF CAP- 
N ITAL. 

A logical outcome of the organization of 
workingmen into Knights of Labor, Trades 
Assemblies, labor unions, etc., is beginning 
to manifest itself in the East. In New York 
fifty prominent brass founders and manu- 
facturers of materials used in connection 
with steam and gas have organized them- 
selves into a mutual protective union. ‘They 
represent a capital of $15,000,000 and em- 
ploy several thousand workingmen. In New 
England the movement has commenced on a 
colossal scale. Forty-nine woolen mills in 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island, and Connecti- 
cut have quietly organized in asimilar man- 
ner. They do not recognize the Knights of 
Labor as an organization, but stand ready at 
any time to arbitrate strikes with their own 
employés and to assist any company in the or- 
ganization which is unfairly treated by its 
operatives. The Boston Commercial Bulletin 
says the sudden collapse of what promised to 
be avery serious strike at the Whittenton 
Mills in Taunton, Mass., was occasioned by 
the discovery that the company was a mem- 
ber of this huge organization. 

The Springfield (Mass.) Republican calls 
attention to a still larger organization, com- 
posed of all the important cotton-mills in 
Maine, New Hampshire, and Massachusetts, 
for the purpose of self-protection and to 
insure themselves against disturbances 
menaced by strikes. The Republican says: 


The society has taken tne form of a mutual 
insurance company, organized on a basis of 
the respective pay-rolis of the members. The 
society is not a corporati and has no stock. 
The yearly pay-rolls of the Massachusetts 
milis that have already joined amount to $15,- 
000,000. Plain cottons, colored cottons, prints, 
and gingbams are all represented in the list of 
members, and every leading cotton-mill in the 
State bas already joined. The aims of the so- 
ciety are not fm any sense aggressive, and its 
purpose is not to attack the Knights of Labor, 
but simply to protect its members against un- 
just persecation. The methods of self-defense 
which the society will empioy are not yet 
made public. 

These two societies include all the great 
cotton and woolen mills of the five New En- 
gland States. They ali declare themselves 
ready, whenever their workingmen have any 
grievances, to meet them and settle them by 
arbitration, but they will not submit to dicta- 
tion either in the matter of the wages they 
shall pay or the men whom they shall em- 
ploy, nor will they discharge men because 
they do not happen to belong toa union. 


They agree to give every strike the most 


the men, but they do not propose to recognize 
the authority of any organization which dic- 
tates to them how they shall conduct their 
business, 

There does not seem to be any good reason 
why such organizations as these, holding so 
vast a power in their hands and dominated 
by high intelligence, should not be able to 
meet the labor organizations half way and 
arrange some modus vivendi, provided the 
labor organizations are willing to trust their 
interests to conservative, prudent men. If 
they were willing, for instance, to be led by 
such men as Mr. Powderly, who has shown 
good sense, prudence, and sagacity in all his 
suggestions and advice, and not by such men 
as Mr. Irons, who is a turbulent, mischief- 
making, hot-headed fellow incapable of giv- 
ing them sensible advice or of leading them 
anywhere except into irretrievable disorgani- 
zation and consequent wretchedness, there 
is no good reason why the Knights of Labor 
and the Knights of Capital might not meet 
on common ground and establish some mutual 
basis of relations characterized by fair deal- 
ing and amicability. In any event the or- 
ganized workingmen have no reason to be 
surprised at the gradual appearance of or- 
ganized capital. Self-preservation is the first 


law of life in business as well as in nature, 
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and the organized brass founders, cotton- 
mills, and woolen-mills are the natural and 


logical outcome of organized brass-workers, 
cotton-spinners, and woolen-weavers. 


UNFAITHFUL CONGRESSMEN AND 
THE LAND-GRASBBERS, 

Some Congressmen who talk loudly in favor 
of the forfeiture of lapsed land-grants, res- 
toration to homestead, and sale, seem never- 
theless to be opposed to the enforcement of 
that policy in any particular case. They ap- 
prove the general policy of resuming all un- 
earned lands, but Whenever a bill providing 
for such action comes up they are certain to 
discover technicalities or legal doubts which 
must be investigated, and the measure is ac- 
cordingly postponed until another session. 
Van Eaton’s minority report calling on the 
Judiciary Committee to solve a number of 
legal conundrums before any grants are de- 
clared vold is another instance of this sort of 
treacherous evasion. The points the Missis- 
sippian suggests about forfeiting grants after 
the road has been ‘inspected and approved ” 
by officials appointed by the President and 
about resuming certain sections while others 
were completed in time have all been argued 
threadbare in Congress, and the only way to 
settle the question is to pass an act and let 
the roads take it into the courts. Congress 
may goon quibbling, investigating, and de- 
laying these measures from session to ses- 
sion, but the land-grabbers will remain in 
possession and have the benefit of every 
doubt. Van Eaton’s investigating scheme is 
simply another effort to evade the right and 
postpone the matter for hairsplitting and 
quibbling in the next Congress. 

Two Republicans—Strait of Minnesota and 
Stephenson of Wisconsin—have joined Van 
Eaton of Mississippi in the attempt to side- 
track the land-grant questiop and keep it from 
being brought to a vote during the present 
session. The pretense that there is a neces- 
sity for further inquiry by the Judiciary Com- 
mittee will deceive ho one. It has been 
proved to the satisfaction of the country that 
the land-grant railroads are claiming millions 
of acres of unearned land, and that equity 


and justice require the return of these tracts 


to the United States. The corporations them- 
selves do not assert-that they have any equit- 
able right to these lands, but argue impudent- 
ly that the Government made a bad bar- 
gain” and is bound to abide by it. Grant 
this claim, and what follows? Congress was 
one of the parties to the bargain and cannot, 
therefore, adjudicate upon it. It is the duty 
of Congress to insist that the bad bargain ” 
shall be set aside on the ground that fraud 
vitiates everything, and it is not compelled to 
decide against itself or abide the consequences 
of a swindling transaction until the courts so 
determine. Congress has nothing to do with 
the technicalities and quibbles set up in the 
Van Eaton report, but it should take the 
course needed to assert the rights of the Gov- 
ernment and leave the corporations to present 
their alleged claims in the courts and have 
them settled by the only authority competent 
to render a final decision. 

Republicans like Strait and Stephenson 
should understand that the people are be- 
coming very restive in regard to this land- 
grant question, and professions unsupported 
by votes and acts will not stand the test of 
the fall campaign. Quibbling over tech- 
nicalities will not do; the people demand 
that Congress take the action needed to stop 
the spoliation of the public domain and force 
the land-grabbers to make restitution. The 
people demand action and will not be satis- 
fied with apologies and pretexts for delay. 
According to the last report of the Land- 
Office the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé Rail- 
road has 900,000 acres of land illegally 
clutched, the Kansas Pacific 250,000, the Mis- 
souri, Kansas & Texas 170,000, the St. 
Joseph & Denver City 140,000, and 
the Northern Pacific uncounted millions. 
Other companies have smaller amounts seized 
in violation of law. Nearly every Western 
State is interested in this matter in some de- 
gree, and the question is one that comes di- 
rectly home to the people. The land-grant 
companies by manifest frauds on the Gov- 
ernment have caused the withdrawal of mill- 
ions of acres from homestead or preémption 
settlement and now hold them secure from 
State or Territorial taxation. The principal 
land-grant roads were completed over twenty 
years ago, and it is now time for the Gov- 
ernment to compel an adjustment and re- 
cover every acre not legally fooled away. 
Congressmen. who evade this question by 
raising false and misleading issues will soon 
find that the orders are out for their political 
tombstones. 


THE NEXT CONGRESS. 

The present House of Representatives con- 
sists of 325 members, of whom 184 are Dem- 
ocrats and 141 are Republicans. The Demo- 
crats, therefore, have a majority of forty- 
three. A gain of twenty-two members in the 
fall elections would give the*Republicans a 
majority. A Washington dispatch yesterday 
states that the Republican Congressional 
Committee counts on gaining thirty-one seats, 
distributed as follows: Ohio 3 to 6, Illinois 
3, Louisiana 2, Indiana 2, New York 3, Iowa 
2, Pennsylvania 2, West Virginia 1, Ten- 
nessee 1, Mississippi 1, Texas 1, Missouri 2, 
Kentucky 1, Maryland 1, New Jersey 1, Mas- 
sachusetts 1, and Michigan 1. The new 
Election law of Ohio will greatly aid the Re- 
publicans in that State, especially in the 
urban districts—Cincinnati, Cleveland, and 
Dayton. Foran, Geddes, Ellsbury, Ander- 
son, Campbell, and Warner are likely to be 
replaced by Republicans. Foran and Ander- 
son have hardly any chance of reélection. 
The former owed his election two years ago 
to the labor vote, which he has since antago- 
nized to some extent, and Anderson pulled 
through by a scratch owing to some Repub- 
lican misunderstanding in his district. 

The Republican claim ofa gain of three 
for Illinois is based on substantial reasons. 
The Third District—the Ninth, Tenth, Elev- 
enth, Twelfth, Thirteenth, Fourteenth, and 
a part of the Eighth Wards of Chicago—gave 
Blaine a majority of about 4,000, but a Dem- 
ocrat was elected to Congress through un- 
fortunate Republican dissensions. The Re- 
publicans are again united, which will redeem 
the district. The Democrats will almost 
certainly lose the Peoria-Knox district. 
Worthington, the strongest man the Demo- 
crats have there, was elected over Col. Starr, 
the Republican candidate, by only 176 ma- 
jority in 1884. He has no chance of re@lec- 
tion, as he has been unable to get offices for 
the one-hundredth part of the Democratic 
aspirants, and any appointment that he has 
influenced has given deep offense toa hun- 
dred or so disappointed political brethren. 
The Republicans have settled their differ- 
ences and will almost certainly elect 
their candidate to succeed Worthington. 
Neece, the Democratic Congressman from 
the Hancock-Warren-Rock Island district, 
has also offended the faithful by 
his recommendations for Postmasterships 
and the like. There are at least 
1,000 active Bourbons in his district prepar- 
ing to knife him. A change of 214 votes will 
defeat him. Itis safe, therefore, to count 
on the election of a Republican in the Han- 
cock-Warren-Rock Island district. There is 
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more than a fighting chance also to win a 
seat from the Democrats in the Sixteenth 
District, where Gen. McCartney came within 
$18 votes of beating Landes in 1884. Gen. 
McCartney is again talkedof on the Repub- 
lican side. His chances of success are good. 
An attempt will also be made to wrest the 
Eighteenth District from Morrison. It would 
not be presumptuous under the circumstances 
for the Republicans to count ona gain of four 
seats in Illinois, 

In Indiana the Republicans are certain to 
gain seats in the Seventh (Indianapolis) and 
Ninth (Lafayette) Districts, and perhaps in 
the Fifth. The Hoosier Democrats are not 
very enthusiastic admirers of the Cleveland 
Administration. In Iowa, which now has 
four Democratic Representatives, two seats 
are certain to be gained under the redistrict- 
ing plan adopted by the last Legislature of 
that State. The prospects that the next 
House of Representatives will be Republican 
are on the whole excellent, 

The Senate, since the death of Senator 
Miller of California, stands forty-one Repub- 
licans to thirty-five Democrats. Its political 
complexion is not likely to be changed by 
the Senatorial elections next winter. A Re- 
publican will probably take the place of 
Hearst, who was appointed recently by the 
Democratic Governor of California to suc- 
ceed the late Senator Miller, a Republican, 
but a Democrat will take Mahone’s seat from 
Virginia. Mr. Cleveland in any event is 
likely to have to deal with a Congress Re- 
publican in both branches after next March, 


THE EIGHT-HOUR EFFECT ON PRICES 

There is one inevitable effect of the eight- 
hour system of labor in its relations to prices 
and consumption which perhaps has not been 
sufficiently considered by the public, and 
that is, the enhancement of prices which must 
follow and the relative ability of consumers 
to bear the increased burdens of living ex- 
penses. In anticipation of such a movement 
that enhancement has already commenced on 
certain lines and it will speedily follow upon 
all the others. 

There are probably on hand in this coun- 
try, outside of products for export, whose 
prices are fixed in foreign markets, one 
thousand million dollars’ worth of manufact- 
ured goods which will be affected as to price 
by the reduction of the hours of labor. The 
average increase in values will be fully 15 or 
20 per cent, corresponding to the enhanced 
cost of production. This will add from 150 

to 200 millions of dollars to the sellmg 
value of the stocks on hand, Sugar has al- 
ready felt the effect of what is coming. The 
strike in the great Long Island sugar refin- 
eries has put up the cost of refined sugar at 
retail two cents and at wholesale one cent 
and a quarter per pound, and this advance 
has spread clear to the Pacific coast, where 
there have been already two rises of half a 
cent each time. The bill for supplies. of 
sweetening to the people of this country is 
about $3 per capita, or somewhere between 
$160,000,000 and $170,000,000 per annum. 
If the average advance is but 10 per cent, 
that adds from $16,000,000 to $17,000,000 to 
the bill, representing that much more profits 
to the manufacturers to be paid by the con- 
sumers. The great bulk of consumption is 
by the city wage class and the farmers, who 
together compose nine-tenths of the com- 
munity; hence they must pay nine-tenths of 
the increase caused by the eight-hour system. 

This effect upon sugar is a fair illustration 
of the general effect, for as the eight-hour 
limit is to be demanded in all lines of city 
production this result must obtain all through. 
It is already beginning to be felt in coal, the 
price of which will shortly be raised, and 
that will put up the cost of iron and steel. 
Dealers in lumber, wood, clothing, furnishing 
goods, building material, and fencing are also 
preparing themselves to offset the decrease in 
the hours of labor with a corresponding in- 
crease in prices. Even articles of food—such 
as butter, milk, cheese, egzs, and meats—are 
beginning to feel the inevitable stimulus in 
prices resulting from impending short work. 
There will be no exception when the time 
comes. All that the manufacturer produces, 

and the middleman buys, and the farmer 
raises, except it be wheat, cattle, corn, and 
cotton—everything, in fine, the price of which 
is not fixed in foreign markets—will advance, 
and, as we have shown, the advance in some 
lines has already anticipated the inaugura- 
tion of the eight-hour system. 

It follows as a matter of course that those 
with large stocks of goods on hand will not 
be the first to be hurt. Their increased prof- 
its by the advance will save them fora long 
time to come. They are all ready for the 
change, and, so far as money goes, it will be 
an advantage to them for a year or two. In 
reality they have for some time been getting 
ready for it, stocking up and putting them- 
selves in shape to meet the enhanced cost of 
production. A man with $100,000 or $500,- 
000 worth of goods on hand, upon which he 
will make $20,000 to $100,000 more than he 
expected a few months ago, can afford to 
slack up in business, not hire any men, and 
not buy or produce any more until matters 
are satisfactorily adjusted. He can afford to 
wait. Upon the stock on hand of manufact- 
ured goods in this country there is 8200. 000, 000 
of additional profits. to be divided among the 
holders of the goods. They certainly can af- 
ford to take it easy while the eight-hour idea 
is working itself out. 


Tue bill now before Congress for an in- 
crease in the salaries of United States Judges 
ought to be adopted. Federal, Circuit, and 
District Judges are not as well paid as State 
Judges in many of the States, and their 
duties are more important and complex. 
They are required to make their headquarters 
in large cities, and their living expenses are 
greater than is the case with most of the 
State Judges. Only a few days ago it was 
announced that Judge Dyer, one of the ablest 
and most conscientious men on the Federal 
bench in the West, is about to resign because 
he cannot live upon his little salary of $3,500. 
Other Judges in this circuit are believed to 
have the same step in view if their salaries 
are not increased. In the last four 
or five years the United States courts have 
lost some of their best and ablest Judges, 
who were really starved into resignation. 
The original intent to keep Federal Judges 
on the bench for life ought to be preserved 
by taking away the temptation to resign by 
paying them salaries in some degree propor- 
tioned to what they could earn at the bar 
and what their services are worth to the peo- 
ple. Webster’s rule for the treatment of a 
Judge was to keep him on the bench for 
life, work him hard, and pay him well.“ 
Only one of these specifications—the second 
—is now observed in the case of United 
States Judges. If Congress would take 2 or 
3 per cent of the money it proposes to squan- 
der on humbug river and harbor improve- 
ments and with it provide decent salaries for 
the Federal Judges it would do the public 
infinitly more good with the money, 


CHicaGo elevators contained last Saturday 
evening 11,700,699 bushels of wheat, 3,882,621 
bushels of corn, 441,715 bushels of oats, 145,- 
480 bushels of rye, and 56,105 bushels of 


barley; total, 16,226,620 bushels of all kinds 


of grain, against 17,629,487 bushels a year 
ago. During the last week our stock de- 
creased 225,842 bushels, including a decrease 
of 268,706 bushels of wheat. For the same 
date the Secretary of the Chicago Board of 
Trade states the visible supply of grain in the 
United States and Canada as 44,554,892 
bushels of wheat, 13,588,142 bushels of corn, 
1,650,182 bushels of oats, 394,523. bushels of 
rye, and 575,190 bushels of barley. These 
figures are smaller than the corresponding 
ones a week ago by 1,264,232 in wheat and 
1,646,284 in corn. The visible supply of 
wheat for the corresponding week a year 
ago decreased 1,053,722 bushels. 


Ir seems that the House of Representatives 
at Washington has yielded to the pressure 
for information with regard to crop topics. 
It has adopted a resolution calling ‘‘on the 
Commissioner of Agriculture for informa- 
tion as to the amount of wheat and corn on 
hand in this country, where it is located, the 
number of acres of winter and spring wheat 
now in the ground, the amount likely to be 
required for exportation, and other informa- 
tion on the subject.” There are people yet 
living who can remember the character of 
the results obtained in former years in 
response to the passage of similar orders. 
The inquiry of two years ago might« 
have led to a tremendous advance but for the 
fact that the failure of Fisk & Hatch came 
along just in time to prevent it, and the very 
same men were under the wheat market 
then as are reputed to be under it now. The 
department at Washington is apparently do- 
ing its best to gather and furnish just the 
kind of information asked for, or so much of 
it as can be got hold of. Hence, to makea 
special request for it through Congress is en- 
tirely unnecessary, if not harmful. 
is the latter may well be feared when it is 
remembered that guesses as to the quantity 
that will be required for export may be very 
wide of the mark and are apt to be too big 
in deference to the apparent wish of the 
parties who demand the so-called informa- 
tion, 
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JUDGE ZANE of Utah has issued an opin- 
ion in full on the question of the right of the 
Mormon hold-over incumbents to the offices 
of Territorial Auditor and Treasurer which 
sustains the late Gov. Murray in his refusal 
to recognize the ‘Territorial laws providing 
for their election on the ground that they 
were agents of the Mormon Church and his 
appointment of an Auditor and Treasurer. 
In response to an application made by the 
Commissioners, Attorney-General Garland 
held that the right of the Governor to ap- 
point was clear beyond all question, but in 
spite of this the Mormons held that as the 
commission would not order an election to 
fill the positions (which would have been 
illegal) the officers illegally elected six years 
ago would continue to hold their offices be- 
cause there was no way to secure their suc- 
cessors. The action of Gov. Murray, of 
course, was entirely ignored, but Judge Zane 
has now sustained him. The Mormon 
Church agents will have to give up their con- 
trol of the Territorial finances, and Utah for 
the first time will havea Treasurer who is 
not a tool of the church—uniess the new 
Democratic Governor, who is said to be a 
mild-mannered man,” finds some way of ac- 
commodating the Democratic polygamists, 


Mr. Voorhees Is Right. 

Mr. Voorhees, the Delegate in the House of 
Representatives from Washington Territory, 
bad the courage Friday to call the attention of 
the House to an abuse which, with his help, the 
members ought to reform. A rule of the 
House gives admission to the floor to ex-mem- 
bers of Congress on the condition that they 
are not interested in any bill pending before 
Congress. It is notorious that this rule has 
long been a dead letter. Ex-members of Con- 
gress swarm in Washington; most of them are 
claim agents or attorneys for corporations. 
They ase their privilege to come on the floor 
of the House to buttonhole members about the 
matters in which they are interested. Such a 
chance as that is worth thousands of dollars a 
year toa claim or corporation attorney. That 
it has been unscrupulously misused is not de 
nied. Mr. Voorhees said: 

Mr, Speaker, it has been an open secret that ever 
since the beginning of this Congress a lobby, pow- 
erfully organized in the interest of various railroad 
Organizations in this country, has infested this 
Capitol, and that the rules of the House have been 
openly, repeatedly, and notoriously set at defiance 
by some members of said lobby. Ever since I took 
my seat as a Delegate in this House [I have encoun- 
tered upon the fleor during the sessions of the 
House an ex-member of Congress whose acquaint- 
ance 1 first made while he was appearing as an at- 
torney for the Northern Pacific Railroad Company 
before the Committee on Public Lands, of which I 
am a member. He appeared before that committee 
in the capacity of an attorney and made a leagthy 
argument antagonizing the favorable consideration 
of any measure looking to the forfeiture of the 
land-grant of the Northern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany. Since that time repeatedly he has been on 
the floor of the House, and his appearance here 
has been of almost daily occurrence. 

Mr. Reed of Maine, we regret to see, threw 
cold water on Mr. Voorhees’ attempt to put 
down the most effective lobby there is in 
Washington. Mr. Ransom | Dunham?), Repub- 
lican, of Chieago, thought it was all bun- 
combe, ana Mr. Wilkins, Democrat, of Ohio, 
agreed with him. 

But the House agreed with Mr. Voorhees, and 
we hope the Speaker will keep Messrs. Ransom 
[Dunham] and Wilkins off the committee 
which is to inquire into this abuse.—JN. T.

Ar the Lake-Front Communist meeting of 
Sunday one Spies in his bharangue said: 


We will not stop until the last stone of the pres< 
sent system is overturned. On the one side stands 
the proletariat and on the other capital—one lifts 
up labor and the other puts it down. The men 
who built the city hardly have a place to lay their 
heads. We are fools to go as beggars and ask for 
what belongs to us. 


If “the men who bullt the city "—meaning 
the artisans and laborers—will return the 
money they received from capital for the 
work they can have every house they con- 
structed. All the buildings in the city will 
be turned over to them improved for the 
return of the meney paid out in their con- 
struction. But that would not suit Spies or 
the red-flag f€llows who indorse his doctrine. 
What they want is the buiidmgs and the 
money paid them for their work. This is 
what Spies means when he says “we are 
fools to go as beggars and ask for what be- 
longs to us.” The houses, he claims, belong 
to them, and also the two or three hundreds 
of millions of doliars paid to labor for con- 
structing them! Nice, honest people the tol- 
lowers of Spies! By the way, if Spies would 
make a little inquiry and investigation he 
would find to bis surprise that since the Chi- 
cago fire, fifteen years ago, the wage classes 
of this city have spent not far from 100 
millions of doilars of their earnings for liquor. 
Perbaps that fact may account for the pecun- 
lary condition in which he now finds a por- 
uon of them. 


APPARENTLY there is to be no end to the 
unhappiness of Peru. Despoiled by Chili 
and reduced to bankruptcy, one would have 
thought the Peruvians would be glad to quit 
fighting and let anybody rule them if only 
peace were maintained.

A Scottish Newspaper Is Dissatisfied with 
! the Result of the Oregon Inquiry. 

GLAsdůow. April 26.—[Via Mackay-Bennett 
Cabie to The Tribune.]—The Oregon inquiry 
has excited great attention on the Ciyde among 
the ship-builders, mariners, and marine ex- 
perts. The general opinion hereaboute and at 
Greenock is adverse to the inconsequential if 
not inconsistent result of the court of inquiry. 
I cannot give a long leader jn the Scottish News, 
the leading paper in the rth, in which have 
been incorporated the Edinburg Courant and 
Glasgow News. In the course of this leader 
are the following extracts: 

*“ We are surprised that the commissioner 
should have gone as far as saying there way a 
negligent lookout and then bave left the mat- 
ter there... “Itis an unfortunate ele- 
ment in the case that not any evidence 
except that which may be described as evi- 
dence for the defense has been called 
for by the court of inquiry.“ 
“The statements of men whotalked glibly 
about the ‘jibboom’ and what it did when 
they could see no lights until after the collis- 
ion was imminent may be dismissed from 
the inquiry. The first officer tells us 
that if the jibboom had deen there 
it would have struck him. Where 
was it, then? Obviously at the other end of 
the schooner, and the fact that Seaman Rog- 
ers, looking out on the promenade deck, saw a 
red light as the schooner passed after the col- 
lision not only destroys the popular theory. 
but supplies a key to her position. Assuming 
that the Oregon was struck by the schooner at 
right angles she would pivot on her stem, and 
the Oregon, going at a speed gf eighteen 
knots, would pass ber on the sti side; 
but Rogers says that he saw a red 
light as he passed, and therefore she pivoted 
on her stern. This is an incontrovertibie po- 
sition of itself, but the injury to the Oregon 
proves it to a demonstration. The breaches in 
her side could not have been made by the stem 
and anchor, but they are exactly what would 
result from the counter and rudder. The di- 
vers report the first hole twenty-five feet be- 
fore the bridge, eighteen and three-fourths 
feet at the top and ¢welve feet half way down. 
This hole was apparently above the water line 
originally, and was made by the first contact, 
as the counter of the schooner crushed into the 
Oregon by the impetus of the steamer. The 
rudder of a sailing vessel would naturally— 
before this impetus was spent—attack the side 
of the steamer below the water mark and fur- 


ther aft. Thus we have what the 
divers describe as a breach twelve feet 
below the main deck, extending down 


about s feet ana three and a half feet wide. 
The Oregon still steaming ahead would draw 
the stern of the schooner with her and ulti- 
mately leave her exactly in a position to show 
Rogers the red light. This was seen aiso by 
Lucey, a seaman who was carrying the mails, 
and by Wittie, the boatswain. This is the only 
light that was directly and unequivocally testi- 
fled to—except the flash light just before the 
collision; and the chief officer stated that if the 
Oregon had been overtaking the schooner 
the white light only would have been 
seen. Mr. Kothery’s answer to Board 
of Trade’s thirteenth question, therefore, 
needs revision. It is fair to admit, in this con- 
nection, that the officers say nothing about the 
anchor or the second biow. These are merely 
popular rumors; for what would the anchor be 
doing below the water line?” 

The editorial, which throughout deals with 
the sworn evidence as a Judge would, thus 
emphatically concludes: **‘We regret that we 
cannot congratulate the public upon the per- 
spicacity of a court on which it relies for as- 
certaining the causes of misfortune at sea. If 
the efficiency of the mercantile marine depend-

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SEVENTY YEARS’ TIME FOR THEM TO 
PAY UNCLE SAM. 


An Elaborate Scheme Comprehending Semi- 
Annual Installments, So that There Will 
Be One Hundred and Forty Payments— 
The Matter Favorably Reported to the 
House from the Committee on Pacific 
Railroads. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 26.—The bill re- 
specting the indebtedness of the Pacific Rail- 
roads, today reported from the House Com- 
mittee on the Pacific Railroads, provides that 
the payment of the indebtedness of the subsi- 
dized roads be arranged so that the 


average date of maturity of installments | 


in which the debts shall be paid shall be 


Oct. 1, 1921, and the payment to be made by 
the companies shall be computed and ascer- 
tained as follows by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury: 

First—To the sum of the principal of the sub- 
sidy bonds attributabie to each company shall be 
added the interest paid or to be paid by the United 
States on the same, so as to ascertain the total 
amounts which would have been due the United 
States for principal and interest paid on the bonds 
igsued to each of the companies at their maturity 
if no payment or reimbursement had been made 
thereon by the companies. 

SecondFrom said amounts 80 ascertained shall 
be deducted any payment or reimbursement made 
by any of the companies on their indebtedness at 
any time before Oct. 1, 1886, and also the amounts 
in the sinking fund property applicable to the re- 
spective companies, computing the value of any 
bonds in the sinking fund at their market value at 
a day to be agreed upon by the Presidents of the 
companies interested therein and the Secretary of 
the Treasury, and simple interest atthe rate of 3 
per cent on said amounts in the sinking fund from 
such day agreed upon untilthe average date of 
maturity of the subsidy bands. 

Third—*On the remainder thus found shall be com- 
puted simple interest at 34% per cent from the av- 
erage date of maturity of subsidy bonds until Oct. 
1, 1921, which interest shall be added to said re- 
mainder, and the amount s0 ascertained shall be 
divided into 140 equal parts, one of which equal 
parts shall bedue April 1, 1887, and an additional 
one at the end of every six months thereafter until 
the whole 140 shall have been paid. 

Sec. 2 provides that the statutory lien and 
security created by virtue of the acts of July 
1, 1862, July 2, 1864, and May 7, 1878, to secure 
the repayment of the subsidy bonds and the 
interest thereon, on all the property therein 
subjected, sbail remain as security for the 
payment of said installments of the indebted- 
ness; and, as a further security for prompt 
payment, ali the installments of the indebted- 
ness are declared to become a lien on any 
stocks, bonds, or securities of every description 
and on all railroads now owned or hereafter 
acquired by such company, and all their fran- 
chises, telegraph lines, rolling stock, fixtures, 
and property, subject to any bona fide prior 
and paramount lien, claim, or mortgage on any 
railroads now owued by such company or any 
railroad which such company may acquire. 
But this secuon is not to be construed to pre- 
vent the companies from disposing of 
any of their property or assets in 
the lawful course of their current business 
in good faith and for valuable consideration 
and not in violation or diminution of the se- 
curity ana lien of the Government; provided, 
that every such disposition shail be reported 
to the Secretary of the Treasury by the com- 
pany making the same within thirty days after 
such disposition has been made; and, provided 
further, that any of said companies shall 
be permitted to extend the payment 
of or refund any balance of its in- 
debtedness authorized by the tenth sec 
tion of the act of July 2, 1864, which 
it shall be unable to pay when the same shall 
become due according to the terms of said 
section at a lower rate of interest than it now 
bears—not to exceed 4 per cent, payable semi- 
annually—and the lien of the United States 
shall continue to be subordinate to that of the 
extended payments or refunding bonds of any 
of the companies which shall so extend 
and refund on that property only on 
the original lien was permit- 

said section. Any of the 
companies entitled to extend or refund such 
balance of the indebtedness may issue their 
new first mortgage bonds on the original prop- 
erty only and shall establish and sustain by 
semi-annual deposits thereon a sinking fund 
amply sufficient to pay off the new first mort- 
gage bonds at maturity, and shall promptly 
pay interest thereon. 

The third section of the bill provides that no 
money is to be paid to the companies accepting 
the provisions of this act by the United 
States on account of services rendered the 
Government in transportation and telegraph 
until the installment next maturing after such 
services are rendered shall De paid, as provided 
in the act; that no dividend shall be paid by 
any of the companies unless the same shall have 
deen actualiy earned, nor unless the company 
shall have paid to the United States the 
amount of all maturing indebtedness there 
due and shall also have paid ali debts and in- 
terest which have previously matured which 
are secured by_a lien paramount to that of the 
United States, except in so far as said debt 
sball have been extended or refunded accord- 
ing to the terms of the act. 

The fourth section provides that so long as 
the companies shali keep their railroads and 
telegrapb-lines in repair and transmit such die- 
patcbes and transport such goods as the Gov- 
ernment may require at fair rates of compen- 
sation, and shall make punctual payments of 
instaliments of their indebtedness to the 
United States, and of debts and liens para- 
mount thereto, no other and further sums shall 
be required or demanded of the companies or 
their successors. 

Sec. 5 provides that a failure for six months 
to pay any of the said installments as the same 
shall become due shall be held to make all in- 
staliments due and all rights and securities of 
the United States shali thereupon be enforced. 

According to the sixth section the act shall 
take effect as to the companies and branch 
lines upon acceptance by the Board of Direct- 
ors un er the seals, signed by the President of 
the company under its terms, and the accept- 
ance shall be deposited with the Secretary of 
the Treasury within three months of the pas- 
sage of the act. Upon the filmg of - tne 
acceptance the Secretary is directed to 
sell any securities held in the 
sinking fund for the company 
filing the acceptance, and any excess realized 
above the value of the securities as estimated 
under the first section of the act is to be cred- 
ited to the company as payment on the next 
maturing installment,and any deficiency below 
shall be paid by the company upon the demand 
of the Secretary of the Treasury, and the 
settlements shall be completed on or 
before April 1, 1887. The companies are 
also required, at the time of filing the 
acceptance, to furnish a complete list of all 
property of évery description belonging to the 
company, which shail be subject to the liens of 
the United States. 

Sec. 7 requires the companies accepting the 
act to accept also the provisions of the Thur- 
man act, with all amendments and the grant- 
ing act of 1862. 

Sec. 8 provides that in the event of the fail- 
ure of a company to accept the provisions of 
this act within the specified time, then there 
shali be collected from such company after 
July 1, 1886, 40 pereentum of its annua! net 
earnings in lieu of the 25 per cent provided for 
in the Thurman act, and its terms shail be ex- 
tended to include the Kansas Pacitio, the Sioux 
City & Pacific, and the Central Branch of the 
Union Pacific. 

Sec. b ptovides that in the event of the non- 
acceptance of the provisions of the act the 
Secretary of the Treasury may invest the sink- 
ing fund provided in the Thurman act in the 
first mortgage bonds of the companies or in 
United States bonds, or with the assent of the 
companies apply the same to the extinguishb- 
ment of the interest on the subsidy bonds. 

Sec. 10 provides that the President may, 
when a lien paramount to that held by the 
Government is about to be enforced, autborize 
the Secretary of the Treasury to clear off the 
paramount claim by paying the sum due 
the Unitea States 


out of the Treasury, 
thereupon becoming subrogated to 
all rights and securities pertaining 


to the debt of which the payment shall have 
been made; provided that the Secretary of the 
Treasury may require the repayment of all 
moneys so paid, and in the event of the failure 
of a company to make such repayment within 
twelve months after notice the whole indebted- 
ness of the company to the United States shall, 
at the discretion of the President, become due 
and payable and all the rights of the United 
States shail be enforced. 

Sec. 11 provides that the rights of the United 
States shall not be affected by anything ia the 
act, and 

The last section makes it the duty of the At- 
torney-General to enforce the provisions of the 
act. 

The report which accompanies the bill states 
that the Thurman act was expected to cut 
down the indebtedness of the railroads, but it 
has not. The total debt now amounts to $109,- 
249,527. This is increasing more than $1,500,000 
a year, and will mature in about tweive 
years, for the payment of which no 
voluntary provision is betng made by the com- 
panies.

purpose in contemplation. The net earn- 
ings of the two companies during 1885 
show their ability to pay more than they 
are now paying toward liquidating their debt 
to the Government. The earnings of these 
roads have decreased in the last few years, 
since the completion of other trans- 
vontinental lines and the tion 
of other roads into their territory. 
The report cites the Canadian Pacific, Northern 
Pacific, Atlantic & Pacific, and Southern Pa- 
cific as being now close competitors with the 
Union and Central Pacific and, therefore, cut- 
ting into their earnings. The committee has 
come to the conclusion that the best interests 
of the Government, and a just regard for the in- 
terests of the stockholders — thousands of whom 
bave purchased their stock since 1878—and of 
the communities through which the roads run 
require that some metnod be devised whereby 
the Government shall secure payment of all 
the moneys it bas advanced to the Pacific 
roads, and that the immediate commencement 
of the payments in fixed annual sums shall be 
arranged todo this upon a strictly business 
basis, and not overburden the roads nor give 
them excuse to unduly tax people who are 


compelled to use their lines. It will 
be necessary to grant them an er- 
tension of time. For a praetical 


solution of tois question the committee offer 
the above bill. e vurpose of the extension 
proposed is to bring the semi-annual payments 
sufficiently within the ability of the companies 
to render such payments entirely certain, and 
it cannot, in the opinion of the committee, be 
of any vital consequence to the company 
whether the debt be paid in sixty 
or seventy years so long as its ultimate pay- 
ment can be secured, The necessity of exten- 
sion turther appears from the fact that the 
first-mortgage and subsidy bonds mature at 
the same time, and the first-mortgage bonds, 
baving priority of lien, must be paid before 
the Government can secure anything. 
Such payments would so strain the re- 
sources of the company that if no 
extension be given the  »probabilities 
are that foreclosure of the first-mortgage 
bonds and the extension of the debt to the 
Government would follow unless the Govern- 
ment is prepared to pay for the Central Branch 
Union Pacific $1,600,000, for the Union Pacific 
(including the Kansas Pacific) $33,532,000, for 
the Sioux City & Kansas Pacific $1,628,000, and 
for the Central Pacific $27,741,000, to cover 


the debt and interest of the mort- 
gage. which has priority over the 
Government. The committee submitted a 


number of tabulated statements exhibiting the 
present conditions of the finances of the roads, 
from which it appears that the approximate 
total annual payment from the companies to 
the Government under the terms of the act 
would be $3,757,496. 


AMUSEMENTS. 


McecVicker’s—“ The Jilt.” 

In his new comedy, The Jin,“ Mr. Bouci- 
cault takes the spectator among the breezy 
fields of Yorkshire, where the old families of 
Squire ana Baronet live at large-hearted ease 
and enjoy all country pleasures, from the race- 
course to the fox-hunt. The only praise 
the story of this genial dramatist can now re- 
ceive is a brief, but necessarily imperfect, out- 
line of its leading features. So simple is the 
plot that its simplicity enhances one’s admira- 
tion of the ingenuity with which it is devel- 
oped and of the workmanlike skill which is 
manifested in the treatment of every scene. 
Here is in truth a new play connecting the de- 
moralized present of the stage with its briil- 
lant past—a play full of the color and the 
movement of life, rich with humor, and 
touched with a sentiment that is generous in- 
stead of maudlin. From the reigning school 
of Gilbert, which appeals to the luxurious pes- 
simism ot the few, one turns with relief to a 
drama with which all can sympathize and 
which bears no taint of cynicism to bewilder 


the honest-minded. “The Jilt” has a 
subtle kinship with what is best 
in Farqubar and in Goldsmith; it may 
not have all the spontanocity that char 


acterized more fruitful eras in play-production, 
but it has a genuine contemporary flavor, and 
a humor so exuberant as to draw all hearts 
withio ite kindly influence. It is quite difficult 
to tell after seeing it for the first time which 
is the greater, one’s liking for the play or 
one’s admiration for the resources of the play- 
wright. For the latter the public care less 
than for the former, and so a few words about 
the play itself: 

Myles O'Hara, the character played by Mr. 
Boucicault, is a sort of Irish Bohemian, but 
still a gentleman, a devotee of the turf and a 
writer on sporting topics. Mylesis ali this 
and is honest. He visits Sir Budleigh Wooa- 
stock's family in Yorkshire and fails inllove with 
the Baronet’s sister, Kitty, who is at once a 
famous borsewoman and a famous beiress. 
Lord Marcus Wylie, an impoverished nobieman, 
who has engaged in questionable racing trans- 
actions, is also wooing Kitty. He possesses an 
interest in the one earthly possession of Myles, 
a blooded racer, which is entered for an im- 
portant event. Lord Marcus, moreover, holds 
a bunch of old love-letters the contents of 
which would compromise the wife of Sir Bud- 
leigh Woodstock. The wife at one period in 
her life whivh she desires to conceal from her 
husband deserved the name of The Jilt.’’ 


Myles O'Hara makes himself the de- 
fender of the menaced lady, and 
at the last moment, in order to 


save her he sacrifices his ownership of the ani- 
malupon which all his hopes depend. The 
generosity represented here is something like 
that of the old-time owner of a falcon who 
killed it for his lady’s sake. Boccaccio and 
Longfellow and many others have told the 
story. At any rate, Lord Marcus and his 
black-leg associutes are outwitted by two of 
the minor characters in the drama, and a cli- 
max is reached in a horse-race which in de- 
scription is quite as exciting to the spectator 
as any ever witnessed upon a track. There is 
a reminiscence of Lady Gay Spanker, but the 
reminiscence cannot be called a repetition. It 
is too good for that. 

Tbis, it will be understood, is but a me 
sketch. The action, technically considered, is 
carried upon three lines that are almost equally 
interesting. The first is the romance of Sir 
Budleigh's marriage, which is in such immi- 
nent danger of being dispelled; the second, 
the loves of Kitty and Myles O'Hara; and the 
third, the adventures of Geoffrey Tudor, an 
Eaton boy, with a girl of humble parentage but 
ot gallant and tender instincts. There are 
few playwrights who can carry on two 
themes of interest and make them blend. 
Here the construction is 80 perfect 
tnat three the mes are braided—to 
speak metapborically—with singular evenness. 
Now and then there is a witticism dragged in, 
like that on Tennyson's Maud.“ which is de 
trop, but on the whole such trifies do uot mar 
the effect of a fresh and inspiring comedy. 

Mr. Boucicault is unctuous in His humor as 
he always is, suggestive without ever being 
too expressive. Lou would marry her but 
that ber fortune stands in your way, says the 
villain to Myles in one of their interviews. 
“It’s not ber fortune that stands in the 
way,” is the repli), “but my poverty.“ 
It is needless to say that the actor as he ap- 
peared on the stage is as young as when he 
first receiyed the plaudits of a London audi- 
ence half a century ago. His make-up.“ to 
use a stage expression, is a study. Father 
Time bimeelif, it is understood, looks upon it 
with amazement and respect. 

The audience last evening was a fairly large 
one, and it heartily manifested its apprecia- 
tion.

Chicago Opera-House—" Ingomar.” 
Miss Anderson had an overflowing audience 
when she appeared at the Chicago Opera-House 


last evening to play a supplementary engage- 
ment of one week. In choosing the play 
of “Ingomar,” in which she has not 
been seen for several years, she found an 
occasion which she does not often en- 
joy in Shakspearean drama for the display 
of her peculiar talents. The stage possesses 
no Parthenia equaling that which she portrays. 
Nature bas fitted for the part in givmg her 
the severe Grecian coldness and tne haughty 
sense of self-reliance which in other roles are 
sometimes obtrusively apparent. She could 
not be seen to better advantage than in the 
clinging robes, varied from soulless white, 
which displayed all the graceful curves of her 
figure. Her conception of the character it 
may be possible to treat extensively at another 
time. Mr. Forbes-Robertson gave, as was to be 
expected, a poetical personation of Ingomar. 
It is customary to insist upon a certain super- 
abundance of physical attributes in 
an actor who essays this role. 
As long as he treats Ingomar imaginatively 
his portrayal will be superior to one that mere- 
ly satisfies the eye. A word sbould be said of 
the smoothness with which the play was ren- 
dered by a well-retearsed company. The per- 
formance was also noted for excellent scenic 
investiture.

PorTLAXD, Ore., April 26.—(Special. |—The 
spring has been favorable for seeding opera- 
tions all oyer the Northwest coast, so that now 
the work may measurably be saidto be done, 
and conditions were never more propitious for 
a bountiful harvest. Reviewing the anticipated 
barvests by sections, we first come to the vast 
iniana empire east of tne Cascade Mountains, 
jocally known in the wheat trade as the Walla 
Wallas country, which, however, embraces & 
large arca in Oregon, the entirety of Eastern 
Washington, and a portion of Idaho. In this 
wide scope of country, where the greater pro- 
portion of the grain is sown in the fall, the re- 
ports uniformly confirm extensive acreage, & 
mild winter, and seasonable spring rains, 50 
that even the spring sowing, which is generally 
regarded as more or less a departure from 
safe farming operations, bears alike the impress 
of the most favorable conditions. From the 
fact (arising from an early misconception of 


the nuture of the climate) that the farmers in 
the oidest-settied agricultural districts regara- 
ed the best crop years to be alternate ones, a 
large ratio of their fields were summer fallowed 
over the presumed off year, and it bappens 
that this rotation finds a large area in this par 
ticular section fallowed this year; but in the 
newer sections of country outlying the farm- 
ers bave more judiciously divided their farms 

into baives, tilling one and sumu er-fallowing 
the other, so that each year their acreage will 
be somewhat on an average. Consequently.all 
those sections outside of Umatilla County in 
Oregon and Walla Walla and Col mbia Coun- 
ties in Washington Territory willsbow a grad- 
ual increase of production over last year, while 
the counties named wilt mark a shortage, but 
not sufficient to impair the general line of ad- 
vance which the total section will develop. Last 
year’s crop aggregated close to 300,000 tons 
of wheat 22 for export, of which some 
76.000 tons yet remain in a. bands. 
There were also about 12,000 tons surplus 
barley produced, about 7,000 tons of which 
found a market in the Mississippi Valley. It 
fs believed from the present indications this 
year's crop of wheat will exceed that of last 
year by 50.000 tons, and the Dariey product

FIGHTING OUR DRESSED BEEF, 


A St. Louisan’s Efforts to Have Baltimore 


Butchers Organize Against One of Chica- 
go's Great Industries. 


Wasninetox, D. C., April 26.—Mr. W. N. 
Glassmyer of St. Louis, First Vice-President of 
the National Butchers’ Union, was in Baltimore 
Saturday do perfect the organization ot all 
butchers, with a view to combine powerfully 
against Chicago dressed beef. He visited the 
butebers and discussed with the President of 
the union the advisability of sending delegates 
to the next convention of the National Union 
at St. Louis May 25. He had intended meeting 
all butchers at Stag Hall this afternoon. and 

proceeding to Wilmington and Wusning- 
but was called home by the illness of his 


baggage. But within the last fortnight evi 
dences are not wanting to prove that a rival of 
nerve and capacity is preparing to develop in 
the person of the senior Benatgr from that State, 
Shelby M. Cullom. What influences have pro- 
ducea this new agitation within the Republican 
ranks of Illinois need not be guessed. Personal 
and reasonable ambition might explain it, or 
the growing influence of Gen. Logan may 
have evoked it. That question is not material. 
How the list ot really able men who bonored 
the State and the dominant party has been cut 
down, slowiy and surely, by the persistent and 
effectual! plans of one shrewd politician is an 
interesting story. I listened to it last night, 
as recounted by a prominent Republican mem- 
ber of Congress from lilinois. He knows what 
he is talking about. Of all the men who have 
been contemporaries with Logan not one still 
stands squarely on his feet, politically, save 
Senator Cultom. He bas beretofore chosen to 
work witb bis colleague, — they are about to 
rt at a political cross-road, 
* — 2 — A. Logan is justly entitled to 
be called one of the shrewdest politicians this 
country has produced.“ began the Congress- 
mao. Tuough his rank as a statesman is 
disputed he has managed the affairs of the Re- 
publican party in his State in his own interest 
with consummate tact. He has effectually 
killed off, politically, every man in Illinois 
(with the single exception of Cullom) who at 
any time since the War sbowed the disposition 
or ability to be bis rival in the management of 
the State machinery. This end has been at 
tained by a system of repression. Follow me 
and I will briefly show you how he accom- 
piished this: Whatever Gen. Logan's an- 
tecedents prior to the beginning of 
actual hostilities, be emerged from the 
War a full-tiedged, red-hot Republican pa- 
triot, with a large following of worsbiping 
devotees. He shrewdly took the tide in his 
affairs that bore bim to fortune. To secure 
the nomination of the Republican. party for 
Congressman-at-Large was an easy matter. He 
had as bis opponent Judge T. Lyle Dickey, re- 
centiy deceased, Dickey’s gentieness of man- 
ner and rich store of experience and practical 
sense made no show as opposed to Logan's 
dash, boldness, and aggressive recklesness. 
Dickey retired early in the campaign, beaten, 
anc the aspirant for National legisiative pro- 
motion went up higher in obedience to the call 
of an admirmg constituency. There endeth 
the first lesson, and it’s a.comparatively easy 
one. 

‘*When you bean.“ I interjected, *‘ you said 
Senator Collom has been the only man who has 
heid his own against Gen. Logan in the State. 
By what power did he sustain himself and at 
the same time maintain pleasant relations with 
his colleague? 

„By a more shrewd course than Logan would 
have pursued had he been in Cuilom’s place. 
At no time since be entered public life, nearly 
as many years ago as the General did, bas he 
antagonized Logan. There bas been no period 
during ali chese years when by uniting with 
Logan’s enemies in the State he could not have 
been the means of breaking Logan down. But 
he is a long-headed man. He saw no benefit 
to himself in overthrowing Logan to raise up a 
rival like Oglesby or any of the other men like 
Farwell. He realized that in such a deal he 
would have been lost in the shuffle. Hence he 
went on quietly in his own path. He formed 
no combinations with any of Logan's rivals. 
At the same time be was making hosts of 
strong friends of his own. He had, also, a 
good politifal record. On that memorable day 
in 1861, just after the Sumter incident, when 
Douglas made his address before the IIlinois 
General Assembly, Cullom, then a young man, 
was Speaker of the House, and he introduced 
Douglas on the floor. In 1866 be was sent to Con- 
gress to represent the Sangamon district. In the 
House be was an industrious member, and his 
Dill to abolish Mormonism, though it failed 
to pass, was about the first measure against 
that iniquity that embodied anything practical. 
When bis time expired he returned to Spring- 
field, determined to devote bimself to the 
practice of the law. The people in that city in 
1872 brought a strong influence to beur to in- 
duce bim to be a candidate for the State Legis- 
latare. He yielded and was elected to the 
Lower House, and thus was nis re@éntrance on 
the stage of politics brought abour. Asan ex- 
Congressman he was an eligible candidate for 
Speaker. In that position be made an envi- 
ablerecord and became immensely popular 
among the State Senators and Representatives. 

At tbis time be became ambitious to be 
Governor of the State. By the exercise of that 
political finesse for which he bas since become 
noted in Illinois he secured the nomination for 
Governor at the next ensuing Republican Con- 
vention and his election followed. In 1880 his 
renomination was a foregone conclusion and 
he was reélected by a majority of 40,000 votes, 
thus accomplishing for bimself the en- 
viable distinction of being the only man— 
with possibly one exception—who has ever 
been elected Governor of Illinois for two on- 
secutive terms. In 1882 the election to the 
United States Senate fell into his grasp. ur- 
his service as Senator he has made a fair 
record. He is the author of the Inter-State 
Commerce bill, which aims at the resuits hoped 
for by the supporters of the Reagan bill in the 
House. He is highly respected in his personal 
character. Heisa man of considerable dig- 
nity of manner, and the devoted admirers of 
both men are fond of tracing in bis face and 
figure a strong. resemblance to Abraham Lin- 
coln. He is, indeed, the best. representative of 
the intelligent, conservative, and patriotic ele- 
ment of the Republican party in the North- 
west. As I understand it, Gen. Logan repre- 
sents the aggressive, dashing, unscrupulous 
element of my party that ostensibly believes 
that Republican ascendency is absolutely es- 
sential to the salvation of this Government. 
and, on the ground that the end justifies the 
means, hesitates at nothing. This estimate of 
our former bero, I may say, has been intensi- 
flieg by the attacks recently made upon him 
by the opponents of bis Army Increase bill by 
Senators Teller, Hale, Plumb, and others, and 
the irrascibie disposition be showed.” 


ACCUSED OF FOUL MURDER, 


A Chicago Man Charged in St. Louis zwith 
Killing a Youth to Obtain His Life Ingur- 
ance. 

St. Louis, Mo., April 26.—[Special.]—Charles 
Ohlendorf of Chicago was arrested here today 
on the charge of killing a boy named Arnold 
Taggli April 16 for the purpose of securing 
$6,000 life insurance which was made ‘pay- 
able to Ohlendorf. Fred Mauget an 
insurance agent, called at tbe of- 
fice of the Chief of Police and 
reported that he had just sold a number of in- 
surance policies ou the Travelers’ of Hartford 
to Arnold Tazgii and Charles Ohlendorf. 
Tagrlt's policy was made payable to Onlendorf 
and the ‘atter’s policy to Taggli. Mr. Mauget 
said he was confident that there was foul! play in 
the arrangement, as the boy Taggli cquid not 
speak a word of English and was unusually 
ignoraot and implicitiy obeyed Oblendorf. The 
latter informed Mr. Mauget that they had re- 
newed anotber $3,000 by arrangement with 
the North American Company. The police 
took a description of the pair and awaited de- 
velopments. Yesterday Ohlendorf appeared 
at the insurance office and attempted to collect 
the insurance, and was taken into custody. 
His story is that be worked in the Pullman 
Car-Works, Pullman, III., until April 1, when 
he wentto Rock Island, where he bougnt a 
flatboat with the intention of going hunting 
and fishing in Arkansas. He floated down to 
St. Louis, where be arrived April 13. He 
wanted a companion and went to an intel 
gence office, where he met the Swiss 
boy Taggil, who had just arrived 
from Europe and was looking for a 
situation. He hired him for $15 a month to 
assist him in his expedition. He could not re- 
member who broached the insurance matter 
first, Dut two days after they met they went 
to the North American insurance office, 
where they obtained two policies for $3,000 
each. His policy was made payable to Taggii 
and the latter’s policy was made payabie to 
bis employer. The next day they took out 
$6,000 more in the Travelers’ ot Hartford—ac- 
cident policies in the same manner. Taggli 
paid tor all the policiess The next day 
they took the boat and floated down towards 
Arkansas. The night of April 21, while Taggii 
slept. the boat sunk near Grand Tower, III. 
The door of the compartment bad been nailed, 
and Obiendorf said ** ne only escaped by break- 
ing through the roof and did not have 
time to awaken his companion.“ The 
boat, he says, came up in asbort time and 
floated down to Commerce, Mo., where the au- 
thorities recovered Tagglis’ body. An inquest 
was held and it was found that there were nu- 
merous wounds that had been produced by the 
Sinking of the boat. He did not testify any- 
thing about the insurance. He will be heid 
and the body cxhumed. Ohlendorf is a Ger- 
man, 25 years of uge, and ashrewd‘talker. He 
is Very much dejected over his arrest.

A GRAVEL ROAD JOB. 


Over $20,000 Voted by the County Board 
for Gravel Alleged to Have Been Spread 
on an Unused Road—Was All the Gravel 
Thus Used? 

At the meeting of the County Board yester- 
day it was voted unanimously to pay Clybourn 
Bros., gravel contractors, the handsome sum 
of $20,691 for 1,089 car-loads of gravel fur- 
nished for the repair of the county road in 
part of the Towns of Jefferson and Norwood 
Park. The road in question is what is known 
as the Old Plank Road.“ There was no ob- 
jection to the bill, and its payment was agreed 
to by a unanimous vote. After the adjourn- 
ment a resident of the Town of Jeffer- 
son in a conversation with a county 
official said:. A most disgraceful matter was 
put through at the meeting of the County 
Board today. Itisaclear and paipable job, 
and, what is more, nearly every person out our 
way knows that it is a job." He was asked for 
an explanation, and he said be referred to the 
payment of $20,691 for gravel to the Clybourns. 
Jam not saying.“ he explained, that it is u 
job on the part of the Ciʒ bourns. They, no 
doubt, furnished the 1,089 car-loads of gravel. 
But it never went on that road, or, if it did, it 
has been so placed that it bas not benefited the 
public to any great extent. When the first 
order was passed to obtain gravel at ‘ not 
exceed $19 per car-load’ I thought there w 
going to be some fine work, and I have kept a 
sharp lookout. This expenditure of $20,691 
is a clear loss to the county. The road 
could have been put in a much better 
condition than it is in now ior $2,000. 
But the $20,000 is only the price ot the gravel. 
The cost of spreading it and the superintend- 
ence was at least as much more. Out our way 
the talk is that several town roads have been 
repaired with gravel taken from the 1,089 car 
loads. Why," continued the irate Jeffersonian, 
“if you stood 1,089 cars one afcer another on that 
road chey would extend over the entire length 
of the street alleged to bave beep repuired. 
The only persons who use the road are a dozen 
hay farmers who do not contribute $100 coun- 
ty taxes in a year—and Bill-+holze, one of the 
county milk contractors.“ 

It was further asserted that the Bill Kolzein 
question was deeply interested in this road— 
more interested thau any other person save 
perhaps one or two Commissioners. Mr. Kolze 
is an active politician in the Town of Leyden, 


and bolds one or more — offices there. He 


is said to be solid with e crowd in the Coun- 
ty Board, and furnishes the Insane Asylum 
with miik, for which be is well paid. Some- 
times be figures in -grand juries. He is 
a favorit with the County Board, and has 
prospered since his connection with that body. 
The graveiing of the Old Plank Road bas 
been “right into his hand.“ A better route 
was furnished for bis milk wagons, and the 
fact that he has been Superintendent of the 
gravel spreading at a handsome duily stipend 
did not, of course, tend to lessen his interest. 
It looks.“ said the Jeffersonian above quoted, 
“as if the whole job was for Kolze's benefit.’’ 

Further investigation indicated that it was 
just as ugly loox as the Jeffersonian bad 
depicted it. Severai persons who have recent- 
ly passed over the road say that it is impossible 
that 1,089 car-loads of gravel could bave been 
spread over it. The improvement bas not been 
marked except in that portion which is most 
used by Koize, and it has deen remarked by 
observant persons that some of the towa roads 
adjacent and running into the county roads 
have been repaired with the same kind of 
gravel as that furnished the county. That 
would not have been so remarkable but for the 
fact that the repairs of the county, town, and 
private roads were contemporaneous. 

County Clerk Rran was seen about 5 o'clock. 
He said he bad not been called on for the war 
rant. If he bad he would not be in a hurry to 
issue one. He would prefer to wait. until the

The amount involved was too large, and hasty 
action in such cases was unwise. 

What will strike the average citizen moat in 
connection with this matter is the inconsisten- 
cy of the County Commissioners in complain- 
ing they have not enough money to pay for 
the proper conduct of the county's business 
while they go on inourring enormous expenses 
for unnecessary and uncalled for public work; 
that they needlesly sp2nd $20,691 for gravel for 
an almost unused road and as much more for 
laying the same, while the county is fast ap- 
proaching bankruptcy. This extravagance is 
on a par with the electric-light job, which cost 
the county $82,000. It is clear that somebody 
bas made a good thing out of the Old Plank 
Road and that there is a big job init. How 
the big bill came to be allowed yesterday with- 
outa solitary objection is not the least re- 
markable thing about the whole matter.

Rotten Condition of the Court-House—A 
Proposed Conference of the Assessors— 
After the Abstract Men. 

At the County Board meeting a communica- 
tion was received from E. K. Brainerd, the 
contractor who is repairing the Court-House, 
calling attention to tne extremely dangerous 
condition of the building, especially on the 
Washington street side, and stating that after 
careful examination he is satisfied that the 
condition of the structure is much more pre- 
carious than was at first supposed, and to such 
an extent does this danger exist that he re- 
garded the occupancy of the Washington street 
side to be actually unsafe, and sur- 
gesting that the board take steps 
to investigate the condition of the 
building and guard against the impending 
danger. The communication was referred to 
the Committee on Court-House and Records. 
Wren offered a resolution, wich was adopted, 
that the Assessors of tue various towns be in- 
vited to a conference with the board at some 
time within the next ten days for cousultauon 
in reference to the assessment of real and per- 
sonal property in the county and the basis of 
the same. Lynn offered a resolution setting 
forth that, whereas the injunction against the 
County Commissioners has been dissolved by 
the Superior Court, it be resolved that the 
Committee on Court-House and Records be in- 
structed to at once order the employés of ab- 
stractmakers out of the offices of the County 
Building. Adopted. This action is somewhat 
peculiar in view of the fact that the injunction 
still stands as against the Recorder. Tho in- 
junction as to the Commissioners was dis- 
missed at Mr. Goudy's request some time ago, 
because they had nothing whatever to do with 
the matter, the Recorder being the only officer 
against whom the injunction need stand. . 

Commissioner Wren after the meeting of the 
board said the object of his resolution Was to 
get the Assessors together to impress on them 
the fecessity for a uniform increase in the as- 
sessment so that enough money could be raised 
by taxation to pay off the floating debt and to 
carry On necessary improvements. The meet- 
ing would be called for this day week, prob- 
ably. He did not know whether there would 
be a large attendance at the meeting, but he 
thought it was only fair to the Assessors to let 
them know that if they failed to make some- 
thing like a reasonable assessment they would 
have to go over it again. The Assessors who 
would be moat interested were those of the 
three Chicago towns, of Hyde Park, Lake, 
Lake View, Jefferson, and Evanston. The 
members of the board, Mr. Wren said, were 
unanimous in their determination to make the 


Assessors do somethifigiike their duty. They 


would not have it to say that they were ignor- 
ant of the law governing assessments or of the 
needs of the county. 

Commissioner Kiehm did not anticipate 
much good from the proposed meeting, ap- 
parentiy. He said: “We invited the Asses- 
sors to a consultation acouple of years ago. 
Many of them failed to come, and those that 
came were not affected by what was said to 
them.“ 

** But public opinion was against raising the 
assessment then, was suggested. 

O, yes, but the Assessors are too intent on 
watohing each other to pay much attention to 
public opinion, though ail of them are now 
candidates fur reéiection.

‘Lhe 
number of our subscribers has increased 
to 3.000. We have been delayed by — 2 
stacles. Last fall the parent company 
in New Tork was -enjoined by means of 
a sharp game, and our preparations 
were, in consequence, temporarily abandoned. 
The matter, however, is now in such shape 
that we do not fear any litigation. At the an- 
nual meeting a committee of seven of the best 
and wealthiest business-men in Chicago was 
appointed to ascertain the best means of put- 
ting in our exchanges and getting ready for 
business. This committee has not yet pre- 
sented its formal report and is still actively 
eugagedon the work. We use the Baxter pa- 
tent and have lately added other patents to 
those which we control. We shall charge not 
to exceed $75 per year—and probabiy 
less—in the business district, and our 
ebarge for residence service will de 
less still. Negotiations are now in progress 
for the establishment of a large exchange. All 
our wires will be underground, and we shal! 
use our Own wires. We have nothing to be 
asbamed of; but it 1s hardiy wise to give the 
details of our operations at present, since we 
are not the ouly claimantéfor public favor in 
this city. I think, however, that we bave a 
flattering prospect before us. I am ‘sure no 
company bas a more solid financial backing 
than we have, and the men interested are 
among the best and most prominent business 
men of the city.” 


The Pan-Electric Company. 

The Illinois Pan-Electric Telephone Company 
dad two harmonious meetings yesterday at 
Lawyer Ben M. Shaffner’s offices, the result of 
which will probably be the early introduction 
of the Pan-Electric telephone system into this 
city. Dr. Kossuth Morgner, the President of 
the company, who claims to control 1.089 of 
the 1,600 shares which constitute the total 
stock, informed THs TRIBUNE reporter that a 
syndivate of Chicago capitalists bad been 
formed who had agreed to purchase 


the county rights of the Pan- Electric 
system for Cook County. The . syndi- 
cate, he stated, would form a stock 


company with $1,000,000 capital stock, and 
only waited the result of yesteraay’s meeting 
of the State company before completing the 
purebase and putting the stock on the market. 
No franchise from the City Council wiil be 
necessary, as the company proposes to use 
only the underground system, and is informed 
by Prof. Barrett that conduit facilities suffi- 
cient for its work already exist and can be 
leased on reasonable terms. The new com- 
pany, Dr. Morgner added, proposed to charge 
$50 per annum for ins@umentse in private 
bouses and $75 for those in business houses. 
It will also put up public instruments at 
convenient posts free of charge, with an 
automatic attachment by which anybody may 
send a message for a nickel. The dropping of 
a nickel into its proper place acts as a call to 
which the central exchange responds, putting 
the caller in connection with the required 
number. “No nickel, no answer,” is the in- 
flexible rule of the instrument. The mecting 
of, yesterday, called, it was stated, by stock- 
bolders representing 1,488 sbares, was called 
to order by President Kossuth Morgner at 11 
a.m. Three others were present—Ben Shaff- 
ner, F. D. Turner, and Paul H. Bierman. 
Atter adopting certain resolutions they ad- 
journed till 3p. m. At the latter meet- 
ing directo were elected as follows: 
Senator Haris of Tennessee, E. Morguer. Kos- 
suth Morgner, P. H. Bierman, ana A. H. Hu- 
ning. The two first-named represent the parent 
association, one of its rules being thac it must 
have at least two ot its members elected in 
each State Board of Directors. The meeting 
adjourned sine die, and the introduction of 
Pan-Rlectrio telephones in this city is the next 
thing in order.

Judge John A. Holman ot Indianapolis is at 
the Palmer on business connected with the 
Cashman Telepbone Company, which is pre- 
paring to enter the fleld left vacant by the re- 
peal of the privileges of the Beli Company by 
the Indianapolis municipal authorities.

WAR TO THE KNIFE, 


The Row Among the Barb-Wire Man- 
ufacturers Breaks Out and a Contest of 
Extermination Is Likely to Ensue. 

Jour, DL, April 26.—[Special.}|—The war- 
cloud in the barb-wire world mentioned in 
these dispatches recently has burst. The mem- 
bers of the Executive Committee of the Barb- 
Wire Manufacturers’ Association, or five out 
of the seven, have met and reduced the price 
of barb-wire 25 cents per bundred. Warning 
wee given that Washburn & Moen would re- 
duce the pricesso that only such manufact- 
urers as drew their own plain wire could sell 
except at a loss. There are about fifty man- 
ufacturers who do not draw theirown wire and 
twelve who do. Among the latter is Wash- 
burn & Moen. It was said that these tweive 
manufacturers would reduce the price 
20 as to crush out the fifty man- 
gfacturers of  barb-wire exclusively. 
Only such manufacturers as are wire-drawers 
were represented at the meeting, with one ex- 
ception. Washburn was represented. These 
firms can produce barb wire for $3.05 per 100 
by reason of drawing their own wire. Those 
who don't cannot produce at a cost of less 
than $3.71, because they bave to pay $3.16 for 
plain wire, 40 cents for barbing, and 15 cents 
for royalty. The market price bas been 8. 75. 
The twelve who draw their own wire can draw 
it for $2.50, royalty 15 cents, Ey 40 cents, 
total cost $3.05. 80 it is plain be seen that 
they can reduce the price 25 /cents a hundred 
and make a profit of 45 cents 100, while the 
fifty exclusive barb-wire manufacturers would 
lose 20 cents a hundred on all sold at that price. 
A. N. Kiinefelter of this city, President of the 
Executive Committee, who is an exclusive barb- 
wire manufacturer and nota plain wire-draw- 
er, bas sent in a protest to the action of the 
wire-pulling committee, asserting that the ao- 
tion of the meeting is illegal for want of 
proper notice and the regular call of a meet- 
ing. This meaos war to the knife. The mem- 
bers ot the Executive .Committee signing the 
redaction are H. B. Cragin, Chicago, repre- 
sentative of Washbura; I. L. Elwood of the 
Wasbburn & Moen Manwiacturing Company 
and Elwood & Co. of De Kalb; A. Clifford, St.

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THE STRUGGLES TO SOLVE THE EAST- 
BOUND TRAFFIC PROBLEM. 


Chicago Roads Naturally Anxious to Get a 
Little of the Business—The Santa Fe and 
California Passenger Traffic—The Mil- 
waukee and East-Bound Pool—Texas & 
Pacific Bondholders Watching Their In- 
terests in the New Deal. 

Commissioner Blanchard of the Central 
Traffic Association is find ing it rather a difficult 
task to make the lines west from Chicago sub- 
servient to the trunk-line combination. Those 
lines, while they are willing to aid the Central 
Traffic Association to secure the maintenance 
of fair rates east from Chicago and St. Louis, 
do not propose to sacrifice the interests of 
their roads or of the Southwestern Railway 
Associauon, which has been of great benefit to 
them for the last nine years, for the purpose of 
assisting the trunk lines in perpetuating the 
Central Traffic Association, which has not yet 
demonstrated that it is to be of any 
value to anybody except the Eastern 
trunk lines. At the last meeting of 
the St. Louis FEast-Bound Committee 
in this city, tne subject of including business 
from points beyond St. Louis and crossing the 
Mississippi River at points north of the St. 
Louis district was considered. Traffic-Manager 
Smith of the Wabash stated that he would not 
object to reporting the business of his com- 
pany from Missouri River points to points east 
of the trunk line termini for statistical 
purposes, provided it was agreeable to the 
roads in the South western Railway 


Association, if the other roads in the associa- 
tion would also agree to report, but he would 
not agree to poolmg the business a second 
time. He was willing to agree to anything 
that did not take money out of the Wabash 


treasury. It was resolved that Commissioner 
Blanchard. with the aid of Commis- 
sioner Midgiey oof the Southwestern 


Rai:way Association, take up the ques 
tion of intermediate traffic, examine 
it thoroughly, and make a report to the aséo- 
ciation and advise the St. Louis roads as to 
their recommendation for pooling all interme- 
diate traffic provided by the contract of the 
Centrai Traffic Association not included in the 
Chicago, Peoria, and St. Louis pools, and re- 
port whetheran intermediate or independent 
pool may not subserve the same purposes. 

Commissioner Midgley bas been notified of 
the above action, and declined to bave auy- 
tums to do with the scheme, for the reason 
that it was caiculated to interfere with and in- 
jure the affairs of the Southwestern Railway 
Association. He could not see why the East- 
ern lines should be so anxious to get into the 
territory of the Western roads, when they had 
all along, and especially since thé commence- 
ment of the transcontinental war, surrounded 
themselves with a Chinese wall in refusing to 
aid the lines west of Chicago and St. Louis in 
any manner whatever. 

The pool lines running east from this city are 
greatly annoyed over the continued cutting of 
rates by the non- pool lines, and they have been 
urging the trunk lines to allow them to 


reduce rates in order to get a share 
of the trafiic. 80 far, however, 
the trunk lines bave remained 


inexorabie, and insist that the 25-cent rate 
must be maintained whether the roads running 
east from Chicago get any business or not. 
They seem to stand upon the principle that the 
new combination was formed for the benefit of 
the trunk lines and not for the benefit of the 
east-bound Chicago roads or the protection of 
Chicago’s interests, 


The Santa Fe Still on the Warpath. 

The washouts on the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fé Railroad having been fuliy repaired, 
that company resumed through passenger 
traffic yesterday. Contrary to expectations, 
the Santa Fe did not meet fully the new pas 
senger rates made by the Union Pacific and 
Burlington & Missouri River Railroods last 
Saturday, thereby demonstrating that the war 
is not yet over. While the Santa Fé adopts the 
same rate—$50, first-class limited from the 
Missouri River to San Francisco, as by Wwe 
other lines, it makes the rate to Los Angeles, 
Mojave, and California Southern points only 
$40 from the Missouri River, or $10 leas. The 
second-viass rate ! 
cisco 18 $35 from the Missouri 
Francisco, the same as by the other roads, 
but oniy $30, or $5 less, to all Southern 
California points. Whether this action on the 
part of the Santa Fé will bring on another re- 
duction in rates remains to be seen. If the 
Union Pacific and Burlington & Missouri 
River Roads mean to compete tor Southern 
California business they will have to reduce 
the rates at least to the figures charged by the 
Fé, and, as they run via San Francisco 
to these points, they would have to make a 
corresponding reduction to San Francisco, 
But, as the Santa Fé bas the direct and short 
line to Southern California points and does not 
need to divide with other roads, it bas the call 
on that traffic anyway, and it is therefore 
probable that other companies will cease to 
compete for the traffic to Southern California 
points, but will be content to get their fair 
share of the San Francisco trafic at the $50 
rate. The Santa Fé, iike the other roads, bas 
witbdrawn ali round-trip tickets. 

The new freight rates from Chicago to Call- 
fornia pointe—50 per cent of the old tariff 
ratee—were put in effect yesterday by all the 
lines in connection with the Buriington & Mis-. 
souri River and the Union Pacific Railroads. 
The Santa #6 is still out of the market entire- 
ly, and will remain eo until the freight block- 
ade on its line has been raised. What rate it 
will make when it opens up for business again 
has not yet transpire. 


The New Milwaukee East-Bound Pool. 
The new agreement for the pooling of the 
Milwaukee traffic via Ludington and Grand 


Haven is as follows: 

that beginning May 1, the Flint & 
Pére Marquette and the Detroit, Grand Haven 
& Milwaukee Railroad Companies contract as 
between themselves to divide under the Cen- 
tral Traffic Association organization all the 
traffic from or through Milwaukee across the 
lake to and via the trunk line Western termini 
and points defined in the Chicago contract, 
Rates from Milwaukee to be the Chicago all- 
rail tariff rates, less only differentials of two 
cents per 100 pounds on thirteenth class and 
four cents per barrel on flour beretofore pre- 
vailing, and these differentials shall be strictly 
maintained. The two companies named agree 
to confer and contract with each other as to 
their several percentages, and advise the Com- 
missioners what they are to be. They will also 
confer with the Chicago & Northwestern and 
Milwaukee & St. Paul companies, looking to 
including them in the arrangement from Mil- 
waukee, but this is not regarded as essential. 
Both parties will revise the Chicago agreement, 
and after adapting it to the local requirements 
of the City of Milwaukee will submit the same 
to the Commissioner. The Detroit, Grand Ha- 
ven & Milwaukee and the Flint & Pere Mar- 
quette representatives agree to the foregoing 
and to act in concert with the Central Traffic 
Association to preserve to the cities of Chicago 
and Milwaukee their hitherto relative propor 
tion of traue from and through those cities.

BLOODY REVOLT. 


One Thousand Convicts Capture the Inte- 
rior of a Penitentiary—Barricaded with 
Human Bodies—The Plucky Guards Con- 
quer Them After Two Hours’ Battling— 
One Man Killed—Sixteen Wounded. 
MONTREAL, Que., April 24.—A most startling 

revolt took place at St. Vincent de Paul Pro- 

vinciai Penitentiary, about fifteen miles from 

Montreal, this afternoon. The contest lasted 

for nearly two hours, and resulted in the kill- 

ing of one convict, the wounding of sixteen 
other persons, some of whom are dying, among 
them the Warden of the institution. 

The killed and wounded so far as known are 

as follows: 


KILLED. 

Carriveau, convict; shot as he reached the top 
of the wall. 

0 WOUNDED. 

Laviolette, Chief Warden; jaw shattered, shot 
through body, a third wound in the groin, and a 
fourth inthe arm. He is fatally wounded, 

Chartrand, guard; shot in the leg. 

Viau, French convict; fell from ladder, injured 
by shock. 

Holten, convict; shot in body, 

— convict; shot through both arms; will

Norman, convict; two bad woends in body; fa- 
tally wounded. 

Ten other convicts badly injured. 


In this penitentiary were confined about a 


thousand prisoners, comprising the most des- 


perate characters in Canada. The work of the 
different gangs was in progress as usual yes- 
terday afternoon, when suddenly a convict 
stood up in the open yard and held up one 
hand. It was a preconcerted signal, forin an 
instant each gang which had been expecting 
the movement leaped upon their unsuspecting 
guard and quickly overpowered him. They 
‘took his arms from bim and tied him up. Fif- 
teen or sixteen men were thus disposed of, 
and then the convicts were in possession of the 
interior of the jail. They were also armed 
with the guards’ revoivers and ammunition, 
and almost immediately had Chief-Warden La- 
violette a prisoner, he, too, being overpowered 
and tied. 

The convicts then armed themselves with 
crowbars and other implements and moved to- 
ward the walis to break down the gates. There 
were eight or nine men on the walis armed with 
rifles, and these few ordered the criminals back 
to their cells. The desperate convicts con- 
tinued to advance, holding up Chief- Warden 
Laviolette in front of them as a target. The 
other Wardens, bound band and foot, were aiso 
used iu the same way. 

“Never mind me, men; fire away and do 
your duty?" shouted Chief Warden Laviolette. 

Seeing that the men besitated, he reiterated 
his command, fearless of the armed ruffians 
about him. Then commenceda fusillade, and 
the bullets whistied back and forth between 
the revolting convicts and the guards for some 
time. At last the convicts determined to carry 
the walls by storm, and procured ladders. 
Convict Viau, French Canadian, led the storm- 
ing party, covered by his fellow convicts, who 
peppered away with the captured revoivers. 
He had almost gained the parapet wher a 
guard fired point-biank at him and he fell to 
the ground, where he lay as if shot, but was 
— only badly scared and shocked by his 

all. ‘ 

Convict Corriveau then sprang up tuo ladder, 
to fall dead the next ir t witb a bullet 
through hie heart. Revolvets were of no use 
against rifles, and the death of Corriveau 
dampened the ardor of the convicts, yet still 
they fought ou. 

Meantime assistance bad been telephoned 
for to the Montreal police headquarters, and a 
number of men, under Chief Cullen, were at 
once dispatched to the prison. 

The fring bad startied the villagers, but they 
could render no assistance. 

The guards on the wall stood to their posts, 
and only one of them—Private Chartrand—was 
hit. He received a bullet in his leg. 

The plucky Chief Warden lay where his men 
could see him bleeding to death—his jaw shat- 
tered, a ball through bis groin, another through 
the body, and a fourth through his arm. The 
guards picked off their men with such celerity 
that Convict Holton was weltering in bis blood. 
Convict Monday shot through both arms, and 
Convict Norman wounded badly in two places, 
and eight or ten others were wounded. Then 
the convicts threw away their arms and rusned 
for cover to their cells. They were promptiy 
locked in and the guards were once more in 
possession. 

The scene after the fight was sickening. Clots 
of biood were spattered over walls, on the lad- 
ders, and lay in pools on the ground around 
the dead and dying convicts writhing in their 


agony. 

The Montreal police officers arrived on the 
scene only in time to give assistance to the 
wounded. 

The cause of the revolt is not known, but 
the regulations of St. Vincente Paul Peni- 
tentiary sre believed to have been always lax, 
and there have been Government inquiries into 
the place more than once, 

The death of Warden Laviolette is moment- 
arily expected, and that of Norman and Mon- 
day is looked for before morning. It is con- 
sidered remarkable that, although the convicts 
were in possession of the interior of the peni- 
tentiary for nearly two hours, not one of them 


escaped.

Saving His Life After a Desperate Struggle 
Mrs. Beeman of Rockford and Her At- 
torney to Be Sued for Malicious Prose- 
cution—A Woman Burglar in Rockford 
‘—Suicide of'a Widow in Dodgeville, Wis.

AvUBORA, III., April 26.—([ Special. |—George 
Bristol, a farmer near this city, went into his 
baro-yard alone Saturday, when a large bull 
rusbed at bim. Mr. Bristol, although over 60 
years of age,is of powerful build and pos- 
sessed of unusual strength and vigor, and 
grasped the animal’s horns. Then, as no one 
beard his frantic calle for help, there ensued 
a terrible struggle between the man and brute. 
Although tossed high in the air and thrown 
upon the ground with force and the clothing 
torn from bis body, the aged farmer managed 
to retain a firm hold upon the brute’s horns.

How Jim Hastings Was Shot and Planted 
at, Placerville—A Young Woman Whose 
“ Second Pa Was Shot Just Like the First 
—A Queer Ritual, 


Miguel country was met by a Tribune reporter 
at the -American House last evenmg. After 
showing some specimens of ore from that 
country, which he thought second to none 
brought out of Pitkin County, the conversation 
turned to life in the San Miguel and Dolores 
country. Then the visitor told of a funeral at 
Lower Placerville, in San Miguel County, 
some time ago, which he thought equal to 
Buck Fansbaw’s grand send-off. He said: 

“There was a man named Jim Hastings, who 
kept a saloon at Lower Placerville, which was 
about as rough a settlement as Virginia City 
in its palmy days, only not so extensive. Win- 
ter was a great time for the miners to gather 
at Hastings’ to sample valley tan, refined kero 
sene, tang'efoot, and other products of the 
chemical laboratory. In the summer the drinks 
were divided between Teiluride and Placer- 
ville, and liquor was plentiful in those days as 
itis now. Temperance principies were scarcer 
than mermaids in those days. 

One day a man named Bill Jones, after 
getting well corned up on whisky he had 
bought of Hastings, wandered into the saloon 
with a six-shooter and sent in for Hastings, 
who was eating his dinner, to come and have a 
drink with him. Hastings went out, but he 
had his ax with him, and ordered Jones out. 

“* Well, you needa’t be so huffy about it, 
seeing that you sold me the liquor I got full 
on,’ replied the man. 

** Hastings repeated his invitation to skip, 
saying, ‘Get out of bere! I don’t care for 
your six-sbooter or your entire arsenal.“ Then 
he made a pass with his ax at Jones. It grazed 
his head. That was Hastings’ last voluntary 
move. Jones dropped bim in his tracks with a 
bali through bis heart, and then walked leis- 
urely out as though nothing in particular had 
happened and skipped the country. The first 
the community knew of it was when the dead 
man’s step-daughter ran up the street crying, 
My papa’s shot! my papa’s shot! just as my 
first papa was killed!’ and after beimg caimed 
and telling the story she explained that she 
didn’t care afterall Hr mamma had been 
through the dead man’s pockets and got all bis 
money, 80 they would be provided for any- 
how. The boys thought they must bave a funer- 
al, so a Jim Crow carpenter made a box large 
enough to hold haif a dozen Has the 
boys rolied the corpse up in blankets, tumbled 
it into the box, hammered down the lid with 
blows as though from an auctioneer’s gavel, 
the box was tilted across the back of a burro, 
and then the procession started for the grave. 
And such a procession! Every mother’s son 
was full, including the disconsolate widder and 
another particular female friend of the de- 
ceased. There was no minister within 100 
miles, and he was inaccessible because of the 
snow. But then the surroundings of that fu- 
neral were in perfect keeping with the charac- 
acter of the gentleman in the box. The only 
two sober men in the camp had been dele- 
gated to dig the grave. But they were not 
looking for a mastodon burial-case, and had 
only dug for a decent-sized coffin. So when 
the motley procession, whose ludierous at- 


tempt to look and act soberly turned 
the whole thing into a farce, finally 
wandered onto the scene the commun 


would not go into the grave. A vigorous stream 
of profanity was turned on, but that did not 
help matters, and the grave-diggersa—who were 
the only ones sober enough to handle a spade 
had to get into the grave and do their work 
over again, to their intense disgust. Even 
then the box had to be jammed into ite place.

Finally 
some one in a fit of desperation essayed:

When the 
grave was perhaps half full the absence of 
prayer so affected one of tne crowd that he 
started out of what sailors would call a tack 
with three sheets in the wind and his helm 
pointing six ways for Sunday. Instantly every 
hat came off, and heads were ducked with a 
suddenness that lost several their balance. 
The impromptu ciergyman rambied round 
from ragged parts of the Ten Commancments 
to disjointed selections of Malachi and Revela- 
tion. He prayed fur the children of Israel, 
their parents, and all their reiations, and had 
struck a streak of intense originality when 
the weeping wi ow noticed her female com- 
panion shedding tears. What business had 
this woman to shed tears at the grave 
of another woman’s man? She had de- 
fore suspected this woman dad been 
alienating her late liege lord’s affections; now 
the widder knew it. So she sailed in—tooth, 
toe-nail, ana tongue. The griet-stricken fe- 
male responded feelingly, the air resounded 
with curses; the prayers, corpse, and ail else 
was forgotten, as one by one the mourners 
took a hand in the racket. The combatants de- 
sisted finally from sheer exhaustion, and the 
widder was borne defeated from the fleid, on 
the same burro that carried in ber husband. 
The grave was forgotten until the next day, 
whan the two sober men returned to finish 
their job. A rude cross was set up,-not at the 
head, but at the foot, for the diggers had got 
twisted around as to how the deceased lay.

Two Drummers in Western Kansas Dis- 
cover a Heartrending Case of Destitution 
and Death. 

LAWRENCE, Kas., April .26.—|Special.}—L. 
W. Beeson, a drummer, passing through this 
city Sunday, said that recently in the extreme 
Western part of the State while be and a com- 
panion were driving from Grayson to Pawnee 
at night they wandered off the main road and 
got lost. That part of the country is very 
sparsely settied and it was a long time before 
they came to a habitation. Finally they saw a 
light, and, driving up to it, they found that it 
was a dug-out. There were two beds in the 
room and on one of tham lay a woman, a 
living skeleton.

No one can teil what agony 
1 passed through when my little ones oried for 
bread and I could not give it to them.”
